The German Government is offering three prizes of 
10.000 marks, 6,000 marks, and 3.000 marks for the best 
placards illustrating at a glance that Bolshevism ts a product 
of Jewry’s aim to “dominate ” the world, and that it fs a 
menace to Christian civilisation and culture. The entry 
gaining first prize will be translated into 22 languages, and 
millions of copies—the Nazis hope—will be circulated 
throughout the world. 

In the meantime. a Nazi broadcast in Ukrainian calls on the 
people te avenge the blood of a bov named Yustchinsky, who, 
according to the Jew-baiters,. was murdered by the Jews im 
Kicll for ritual purposes a tew years before the last wai A 
Jew, .Mendel Beilis. was then accused of the murder, and his 
trial was the occasion of a great political battle between. the 
enlightened forces in Russia and the anti-Semitic “ Black 
Hundreds.”

CHIEF RABBI AND THE 
DEPUTIES 


Misapprehension Corrected 


The. Secretary to the Chief Rabbi, Mr. J. H. Taylor, has 
addressed a letter to the President of the Deputies on Dt 
Hertz's behalf, on the subject of certain references to the Chiet 
Rabbinate which were made at the recent Manchester meeting 
of the Deputies. 

Some of the statements made at that mecting, Mr. Taylor 
points out, “ must have left a false mmpression on the mind of 
the general public: namely, that the Chief Rabbi is under the 
Board, and that all approach to the Government touching Jewish 
matters is exclusively through the Board. The Chief Rabbi feels 
that such misconceptions cannot be allowed to pass without

Deputies that ms, m one vital aspect of its activities ubyect to 
the guidance of the ‘Chiet Rabbinate Paragraph 4) of your 
constitution reads: * The guidance of. the Board on religious 
matters (inclusive of matters relating to marriages and matters 


involving questions aflecting the religious customs and usages 
of the Jews) shall remain as heretofore with the ecclesiastical 
authorities, to whom all such matters shall be referred 


Communications with the Government 


* Equally mistaken,” Mr. Taylor proceeds, “ts the view that 
communication on Jewish questions with any Ministry is con- 
fined to the. Board.” The letter goes on to recall that since 
the Chief Rabbi's election in 1913 he has on various occasions 
appreached the various: Ministries, and has trequently received 
communications from them...“ lt could not well be otherwise 
Viewing the Jewish Community as primarily_a religious body, 
all these Government departments turn direct to the ecclesiastical 
head of that denomination whenever a religious problem arises.” 

Atter citing a number of instances where the Chict Rabbi has 
been constrained to take independent action, which history has 
proved to have been of the greatest benefit to Jewry, Mr. Taylor 
concludes:

service in rawing vital educational tunds In no sense, however, 
does this mean that the reins of Jewish reli@ous education have 
been handed over by the Chief Rabbinate to the Board, and 
nothing that has been said w 7 deficct him from taking any step 
which he deems essential fof the religious wellare of Anglo- 
Jewry, and from fultilling the sacred tasks of the High Office 
entrusted to him by the Hebrew congregations of the British 


Empire.”

Commons Debate Defence Against 
Quislings 


OVERWHELMING JUSTIFICATION OF 188 
[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Most critics of Regulation Me in last week's debate seemed a 
litle chastened on account of+the Captain Ramsay case which 
was then proceeding in the High Court. The Speaker ruled that 
while members might refer to the only M.P. who had been 
detained under the Regulation, they must not deal on its merits 
with a case which was sub judice. Sir Irving Atpery (C.. 
Gravesend) claimed that the House had acted without due 
consideration when it gave to the Home Secretary powers over 
M.P.s which « was unwise, and he thought wrong to give to 
any Minister of the Crown. Sir Irving's name was at the top 
of the list of 62 who recently put down a motion for the moditi- 
cation of 188. What they wanted, he said, was some form of 
appeal in- those cases where the Advisory Committee had 
recommended that a person should be released whom the Home 
Secretary did not think i safe to release. His argument that 
the Home Secretary could be responsible for national security 
without having to consider personally whether Mr. X, Y, or Z 
had made a case for release was interrupted by Mr. D. L. 
Lipson asking “ Whose responsibility should it be? " and Mr. 
Morrison himself rose to get im clear that Sir Irvine was 
suevesting that he should delegate the powers to a Committee 
but still be held responsible to the House whether a person 
was or was not detarned 


Labour's Views 


A speech that attracted much interest because of his authority 
within the Labour Party was that of Mr. Lers-Smirn (Keighley) 
in supporting the special power of the Home Secretary he 
disclosed that as a result of a full discussion a very large 
marority of his party were not prepared to support the views of 
the 62. “1 do not Know that it is a criminal offence to have 
been a Fasciwt,” said Mr. Lees-Smith, “ though you may be 
a potential danger in time of war, and the Home. Secretars 
obviously may have reason in hundreds of cases to belicve 
that there are people who are sympathetic with the enems 
and who might, if they could, assist the enemy But thes 
have not assisted the enemy yet: they have not tried to assist 
the enemy yet: Nevertheless they are not the kind of people 


we want to have wandering about during an tnvasion We 
were fighting an enemy who used as part of his military opera 
tions the fact that he hoped to get the assistance of persons 
maide the country who had not previously been spies or 
treitors but who were in sympathy with the doctrine of anti- 
Semiuism and with dictatorship. He rejected Sir t. Alberyv’s 
method as the worst possible. “* We should have secret hearings 
before a body which was not a court, and a Mbinister who 
“ not responsible to the House of Commons.” He did not 
sce what all the dangers were that had been referred to. In 
tact the thing was working fairly well. The case of Captain

The Home Secretary. in his reply, dealt with criticism about 
delay in the hearing of cases by the Advisory Commitice, and 
between the hearing and his own decision. He said that 
there was no undue delay now. Delays would have been 
endless if they had followed normal legal procedure and gone 
through or up to the High Court. Mr. Maxton had been 
quite wrong in assuming that if a number of people were 
detained and, as in the case of the Fascists, 60 or 70 per cent. 
were released, therefore they ought never to have been detained. 
In all these cases there was a prima facie and a justifiable case 
lor the Secretary of State to detain them, and justifiable grounds 
‘or his predecessor or himself to release them in due course 
in the hight of examination by the Committee and study of 
the cases by the Secretary of State. Mr. Morrison freely 
admitted that the powers the House had conferred on the 
fome Secretary were unprecedented—because in the last war 
we had not developed in the world the modern Nazi technique 
Of quislings. That had made a great deal of difference. We 
ad to arm ourselves against that kind of thing. 

The Government motion to extend the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Act for another year was agreed to. . 


COLONEL WEDGWOOD BACK 
Fit and Well After U.S.A. Visit 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Colonel J. C. Wedgwood, M-P., returned to the House of 
Commons this week very fit and well after eight weeks in the 
United States, during which he has done much speaking. He 
addressed about a dozen Jewish meetings, including one at 
Boston, where he was accompanied by Senator Lodge, who, by 
the way, is 36 years old and stands six feet six inches tall. 

In a talk at the House of Commons on Tuesday, Colonel 
Wedgwood told me that he found the Jews, as usual, the most 
gencrous people. “ They were still finding money for Palestine 
and ready to find more to arm the people in Palestine. I 
think the principle of self-sacrifice has been developed rather 
than reduced by the war. 

“ | saw a great deal of the work they have done for refugees, 
which, I think, is rather better than here. Refugees are allowed 
to work there. 

“ Jews in the States are very anxious dbout the future. They 
are anxious lest Jewish Palestine be absorbed in the Arab 
Federation. I told them that they really must not expect any- 
body in England to think about what. will happen after the 
war, as everybody in this country was only thinking how to 
hold out and win the war. I told them that really taking the 
long view, America, which paid the piper, will probably call 
the tune, and that I thought the next peace conference would not 
be at Versailles but at Washington. Meanwhile, all they could 
do was to try to get their people in Palestine armed so that they 
could resist Hitler cither in the British Army or in the Home 
Guard or as specific Palestinian regiments. 

“| said that one of the biggest problems after the war was 
bound to be the Jewish problem: and, as America knew better 
than any other country in the world, that meant a real Home- 
land in Palestine where the Jews could settle. Many of the 
reconstruction problems are bound to depend upon America.” 

Speaking generally of his impressions, Colonel! Wedgwood 
said that Americans were doing everything one could expect 
much more than he ever hoped for

addition to that, there was the very much. more serious question 
as ta whether the London Board were under any obligation to 
take over the staff of the Liverpool Shechita Board. which was 
carrying out work of London Shechita 

Ihe arbitration took place on June 18 under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Robert Waley Cohen, who found that with regard 
to the years 1940 and 1941, the Liverpool! Board were entitled 
to be recouped tor certain losses. The Liverpool! Board's claim 
amounted to nearly £2,600, and Sir Robert had awarded a total 
for the two years of £1,500 

With regard to the second point on which the Liverpool 
Board made a strong claim, the Arbitiator rejected this and 
held that the London Board were under no obligation whatso- 
ever to take over the services of the Shochetim engaged at 
Liverpool for the London Shechita They further found that 
the agreement. which had been existing for some time, had come 
to an end, and ut would. therefore, be mecessary to enter into 
some new arrangement with the Liverpool Board as regards 
any tuture cutting which the London Board might decide should 
be carried on at Birkenhead. 

Mr. Landau here mentioned that there was quite a consider- 
able supply of meat reaching Birkenhead which necessitated 
that the London Shechita should, as tar as possible. be continued 
at Birkenhead, and they had arranged with the Hon. Officers 
ot the Liverpool Board to mect the Hon. Officers of the London 
Board on the following Thursday to devise ways and means of 
ellecting a new agfeement 

He referred to the cordidl atmosphere in which the arbitra- 
tion was conducted, and said Sir Robert had rendered a_ real 
service to the Community in consenting in an honorary capacity 
to act as arbitrator in a very difficult dispute 

Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, moving that the Award be. implemented, 
paid a warm tribute to Sir Robert and also to the President of 
the Board, Mr. Landau. No one. declared Mr. Cohen, could 
have acted not only with such legal skill and acumen as Mr 
Landau, but with such knowledge of the relationship. between 
the Liverpool and London Boards 

The Board agreed to the recommendation by the Executive 
Committee that a grant of £500 be made to the United Svna- 
gogue for services rendered 


The Board adopted the following notice of motion by the 


President “that the fellowing be added to the Laws of the 
Board: 

“In the event of any Licensee of the Board being convicted 
of any offence in respect of overcharging, the Board may forth- 
with revoke the licence of any such Licensee, and the Hon. 
Officers of the Board are hereby empowered to enforce this Law 
for and on behalf of the Board.” 

In moving his motion Mr. Landau made it clear that the Hon. 
Officers had not the slightest idea of acting in any arbitrary 
manner. Any butcher or poulterer who had been convicted 
would have an opportunity of appearing before the Hon. 
Officers so that he might not have his licence withdrawn unheard. 

Mr. Heller said he and his colleagues were present represent- 
ing the interests of the trade. He asserted that if this motion 
were passed it would mean that an offender who had been 
punished by the law might be punished a second time for the 
same offence. In his opinion the principle involved was 
entirely wrong. 

Mr. Hyams said that Jewish butchers who by their conduct 
got their names into the paper, committed two offences—one 
against the Realm and the other against the Jews. That was a 
sufficient answer to Mr. Heller.

Obituary 


MR. LOUIS MORRIS 
Chaplain During Last War 


The death, in his 54th year, of Mr. Louis Morris, as 
the result of a motor accident, has bereft the Community 
of am ardent worker. 

For some time he held the position of Minister of the 
Garnethill Synagogue, Glasgow. 

On the outbreak of the last war, Mr. Morris served as 
Chaplain in France, where his equable temperament, his ready 
wit and cheerfulness under discouraging circumstances gained 
for him many staunch and lfclong {nends. 

At the close of the war Louis Morris reached the conclusion 
that the ministry was not his forte, and, retaining his orthodoxy 
and his love for Jewish tradition, decided to adopt the legal 
profession as a career. He proved himself not merely an 
able and resourceful solicitor, but one who, in the exercise ot 
his profession, was guided -by the tradition of Gemilut Chesed 
He was to be found unravelling the perplexitics of bewildered 
refugees, finding employment for them, or seeking practical 
solace for hundreds whom war had robbed of livelihood and 
home. 

In spite of increasing professional preoccupations, he found 
time for many communal responsibilities, representing Notung 
Hill Synagogue on the Board of Deputies, and furthering the 
interests of the Clapton Synagogue and Talmud Torah, of 
which he was a founder,

JEWISH HOME of REST 
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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


“Jerusalem Remembereth.. .” 


“ Jerusalem remembereth in the days of her affliction and 
of her anguish all her treasures that she had from the days 
of old.’—-Lamentations, 1, 7.) 


T is a cry of anguish as well as a message of hope. In 
| days of her affliction and her anguish Jerusalem 

recalls her proud past, and cherishes the memory of 
her great treasures and sacred possessions of bygone days. 
For she represents and symbolises the people of Judah. 
The long, retentive memory of this people has enabled it 
to watch the passing of the centuries with pain and _ pride, 
to view the rise and fall of nations with fear and faith, to 
witness the coming and going of rulers with anxiety and 
fortitude. Even while the hand of the adversary is raised 
against her Jerusalem remains steady and confident, and 
her hope for the future is strengthened by memories of the 
past. As long as she cherishes her ancient treasures her 
anguish will not crush her, and her vision of the future 
will grow brighter and dispel the overhanging gloom. This 
is how the Prophet of Lamentations is able to fill Judah 
with hope even while its affliction fills his heart with sorrow 
and his eyes with tears. 

As we shall be re-reading to-morrow evening the Book of 
Lamentations, and as we shall recall with sorrow our 
people's tragic fate—-the misfortunes of the past and the 
disasters of the present--we shall do well to invoke the 
aid of our people’s memory in order to overcome our 
anguish and to let our faith subdue our tear. [he greater 
the affliction we have to face. the greater must be our 
fortitude and the loftier our vision. No enemy can prevent 
us from recalling our past and pointing to the record of 
our achievements, no matter how he may try to prevent 
the world from remembering tt or from seeing it in the 
light of truth. As our ancient treasures have proved 
indestructible we can still point to them as our tnalhenable 
possession, and derive courage from them in the midst of 
the destruction and desolation wrought by an arrogant and 
sneering adversary. 


UT what are the “ treasures “ that Jerusalem remembers? 
What are the cherished possessions that the people of 
Judah has recalled throughout the ages and has refused 
to give up as lost? Can we still pomt to them to-day and 
derive from them courage and inspiration’ Our Sages 
assure us that what the Prophet had in mind when he spoke 
of those cherished acquisitions was not confined to the walls 
of Jerusalem, or to her mansions and palaces, or even to 
her Tempie and its vessels of gold. He had in mind the 
laws of justice and precepts of righfeousness which those 
who spoke within the gates of the city were able to proclaim 
and to spread abroad. and which the Psalmist described 
as “more to be desired than gold,” as more precious than 
anvihing the earth can produce. The enemies of Judah 
could not destroy those possessions; the fire that burned 
the Temple and all mu contained could not burn the words 
of the Torah or consume the products of the minds of 
the seers and psalmists, whose teaching was intended to 
dispel the darkness that covered the nations 
However intense the sorrow may be that fills our hearts 
in these davs of mourning, however real the anguish that 
fills the minds of millions of our people in all parts of 
Furope, we must not allow the enemy to sneer at the 
record of our achievements or to falsify the pages of our 
history. Nor must we stand aside while the pagan foe 
tramples on the principles of justice and righteousness and 
smeers at the teachings proclaimed by our inspired men of 
old. The survival of Israel depends on the preservation of 
those principles and on the propagation of those teachings. 
We have the right, and it is our duty, to point to Jerusalem 
as the centre from which those sacred doctrines first 
emanated, and to which humanity must look again for 
guidance and instruction. Our faith in the eternal value of 
those doctrines will find the most eloquent expression in 
our efforts to restore Jerusalem to her pristine greatness 
and her ancient glory. We may begin with the rebuilding 
of her ruins and the reassembling of her children, but the 
end must be the rediscovery of her spiritual treasures and 
the association of her memories of the past with the 
realities of the future. It is when the word of the Lord 
will again go forth from Jerusalem that Israel's suffering 
will come to an end, and a new light will rise over the 
nations. This is the declaration of faith which we ought 
to be ready to make before the world, as a means of 
achieving victory over the powers of evil and of com- 
manding the respect and goodwill of the nations that love 
freedom and righteousness. | 


HERE can be no better way of observing the Fast of 
Av than that of manifesting our resolve to defeat our 
enemies, by exposing their calumnies as vile falsehoods, 
and by proclaiming our right not only to restore the 
greatness of Jerusalem but to help in rearing anew the 
structure of human culture on our ancient foundatiors. 
The sight of the ruins of the habitations of Israel ought 
not to discourage us in this effort. The thought of millions 
of our brethren being driven from their native lands, and 
facing death at every step should not prevent us from 
recalling our past services to humanity and offering to 
repeat them in the future. It is in the days of our afflic- 
tion and our anguish that we do well to turn our eyes away 
from the present in order to survey our past and to visualise 
our future, We cannot be content with mere lamentations, 
and even though we deem it right to repeat year after year 
the sqngs of wail and the mournful odes to Zion, which 
fill our hearts with pain and our eyes with tears, we must 
be ready to divert our thoughts from the scenes of desola- 
tion, and direct our attention to the work of recon- 
struction, in which we are bound to have a share when the 
battle of humanity against brutality is won. 
if we are sure that Jerusalem remembers “all her 
treasures that she had from the days of old” we ought to 
be equally sure that in the days to come Zion will recall 
in the same sense the contribution that the present genera- 
tion of Jews is making to the vindication of her honour, 
to the resuscitation of her life, to the restoration of her 
moral and spiritual domain. This is how we shall help in 
the realisation of the Prophet's prediction: “ Zion shall be 


redeemed with justice, and they that return of her with 
righteousness.” 


THE RAMSAY CASE 
Detained M.P.s ‘‘Anti-Judaic Obsession” 


DEFENDING COUNSEL DENOUNCES 
PLAINTIFF 


Mr. Holmes calls Ramsay “a Menace to this 
Country ” and a “ Traitor.” 


The action (the first part of which was reported in last 
week's JewisH CHRONICLE) in which Captain A. H. Maule 
Ramsay sued the New York Times Company, of New York, 
and the New York Times Company, Ltd., of London, for 
alleged libel, was continued in the King’s Bench Division 
before Mr. Justice Atkinson. 

Mr. St. John Field, K.C., and Mr. Gerald Gardiner 
appeared for the plaintiff, Captain Ramsay. 

The defendants were represented by Mr. Valentine 
Holmes and Mr. G. QO. Slade. 

Captain Ramsay complained of the following words appear- 
ing in the issue of the newspaper of August 25, 1940: 

“ BRITAIN S FIFTH COLUMN 

“A car from Brixton Prison drew up last week at the British 
House of Commons. Waiting was the Sergeant-at-Arms. .. . 
He took from the police custody of Captain Archibald Henry 
Maule Ramsay, M.P.. World-War veteran of the Coldstream 
Guards. The Captain, arrested last May under tht Defence 
Regulations, had been brought to Westminster to argue that 
the detention violated his traditional Parliamentary mghts oi 
immunity. Captain Ramsay, a man of medium height, a 
Roman nose above his trim, black moustache, was educated at 
Fton and Sandhurst. Great-nephew of the t2th Earl of 
Dathousic, husband of the only daughter of the 14th Viscount 
Gormaston, he has been an M.-P. since 1931 for the Scottish 
constituency ot Peebles. Before the war he was strongly. anti- 
Communist, anti-Semitic, and pro-Hitlr. Though no specific 
charges were made against him on his arrest—Defence Regu- 
lations allow that—informed American sources said that he 
had sent to the German Legation in Dublin treasonable informa- 
tion given to him by Tyler Kent, clerk in the American 
Embassy in London.” 

Captain Ramsay contended that those words meant that he 
had committed high treason. 

The defendant companies denied that the words bear that 
or any meaning defamatory of Captain. Ramsay, and said that 
the occasion of the publication was one of qualified privilege. 
With regard to the words complained of down to the word 
* pro-Hitler,” they pleaded justification and fair comment. The 
English company further pleaded innocent dissemination, 


Mr. Holmes submitted that on the facts proved by the 
American evidence the publication in question was privileged. 
Ihe tests were whether the statements were fairly made in 
discharge of some public or private duty, whether legal or 
moral or in the conduct of the defendants’ own affairs, in 
matters where their. interests were concerned 

The newspaper did nothing less than its duty in responding 
to the request of the American Government to give widtst 
possible publicity to articles as a warning to the American people 
of the dangers of Fifth Column activities. If the privilege plea 
failed, counsel asked that Captain Ramsay should be awarded 
only contemptuous damages. 

* You can give to the expression * Fifth Columnist ' the most 
sinister meaning possible, and it fits the plaintutl im this case 
hike a glove,’ Mr. Holmes said. “1 dont want anybody to 
think that I am doing anything other than attacking him. | 
am attacking him as a menace to this country and as a traitor.” 

Mr. Holmes contended “ that Captain Ramsay was a man of 
no character and no reputation, and that whatever damage he 
might have suffered was caused by his own acts and because 
he fought the present action. 


Right Club “ Seditious ” 


“Why did Captain Ramsay deposit the membership book 
of the Right Club in Tyler Kent's flat? ” asked Mr. Holmes. 
“ He wanted to keep it safe from the police because the club 
was a secret, disloyal, and seditious society.” Captain Ramsay 
had presented himself to the court as a loyal Britisher doing 
his best to help his country win the war. On the contiary 
the evidence showed that he had done everything in his power 
to prevent this country beating Germany. 

Mr. Holmes said that the Right Club was disloyal and 
treacherous. There was no other reason for its secrecy. In 
a free country such as ours anyone was free to express his 
views about the Jews. 

Mr. St. John Field, K.C., for Captain Ramsay, in his con- 
cluding speech, maintamed that the accusation in the New 
York Times meant that Captain Ramsay had committed high 
treason. 

It was not enough, he declared, for a person pleading privi- 
lege to say he thought it was his duty to make the statement. 
Ihe fallacy in the defendants’ argument was that Senator Knox 
or any other U.S. offictal-—even the President himself—could 
not create a duty to publish a libel. If there was privilege 
the occasion had been abused and there was ample evidence 
of malice. Mr. Field complained of the heading “ Britain's 
Fifth Column ” which the defendants sought to justify. 


What is a Fifth Columnist? 


“ What is your definition of a Fifth Columnist—what does 
the ordinary man in the street understand the expression to 
mean’? ~ asked Mr. Justice Atkinson. 

Mr. Field: I say boldly a traitor, because a Fifth Columnist, 
as | understand the term, is either a German agent planted in 
a foreign country in preparation for an invasion or a citizen 
suborned by the Germans so that he is ready to help them 
if invasion comes. 

“1 venture to think,” added counsel, “that any ordinary 
person would never think that a Fifth Columnist was a person 
over whom the Home Secretary had reason to believe control 
should be exercised.” 

Mr. Justice Atkinson: If a conscientious objector, who 
ardently thinks war is all wrong, gets up on a lorry at the 
street-corner and harangues a crowd of soldiers on leave to 
throw down their arms and not fight, would he be a Fifth 
Columnist? 

Mr. Field replied “ No.” 

Mr. Justice Atkinson: He would be locked up under 18s. 

Mr. Field: Would he? 

“1 should think he ought to be,” observed the judge, who 
added, “ because he is concerned in actS prejudicial to the 
defence of the Realm.” 

Mr. Field submitted that there was no justification in calling 
Captain Ramsay a Fifth Columnist because a Slight 
knowledge of William Joyce (Haw Haw) before the war. 
Captain Ramsay did not know, when Joyce was made a member 


of the Right Club, that he was going to Germany to broadcast. 
at was a post-war phenomenon with which Captain Ramsay 
had nothing to do. 

Dealing with Captain Ramsay's association with Tyler Kent, 
Mr. Field submitted that to say that a man, who from a misfaken 
sense of duty did somgthing which he ought not to have done, 
was to be branded as a traitor, was an impossible jump. 
Captain Ramsay was a man of the strongest possible views and 
thought he was fulfilling a duty as an M.P. in getting valuable 
information which he might shew to Mr. Chamberlain. There 
was never any suggestion that Captain Ramsay made any use 
whatever of the documents he inspected at Kent's flat. 

Mr. Justice Atkinson asked whether he was to believe that an 
educated, cultured man really disapproved the views of certain 
members of the Cabinct more than those of a despicable 


. tranor. 


Mr. Field: Certainly. 

Later Mr. Field remarked: “ Captain Ramsay knew that Mr. 
Holmes is not merely counsel for the defendants but counsel 
for the Crown.” 

Mr. Valentine Holmes interposed and said: “I protest very 
strongly. against that if it is a suggestion that,.in my position 
as counsel for the Treasury, I should have some knowledge 
about Captain Ramsay or this case. My friend knows me 
well enough to know that if | had any knowledge arising out 
of my connection with the Treasury. | would not act for a 
private client in respect of a matter in which he was concerned.” 

Mr. Field: I hear what my friend says, and | accept it. 


Action Against the Home Secretary 


Mr. Holmes added: “ I have read in the papers that Captain 
Ramsay has brought an action against the Home Secretary. 
did not even inquire about nt, and I do not know what 11 1s. 
do very strongly protest against my friend’s observation.” 

Mr. Field apologised, stating, “ If I have wronged my fricnd 
did not mean it,’ and Mr. Holmes accepted the apology. 
Mir. Justice Atkinson asked Mr. Field what Captain Kamsay 
meant when he said that he thought the war was engineered 
by the Jews, and run by the Jews in the interests of Jews. 

“A man is entitled to hold that view,” added the judge, 
“but my difficulty is to persuade myself that any educated man 
can do so. 

“So much depends or whether I can persuade myself that 
Captain Ramsay honestly held those views. They are easy 
views to express, but | have to try to understand what those 
views are, and if they could be honestly held. If the Jews 
did engineer this war, they were singularly deficient in what they 


‘did in the few years preceding the war when they left us so 


completely unprepared that we were not ready to fight a 
cockroach.” 


Was Captain Ramsay Sincere ? 


On Monday Mr. Justice Atkinson allowed additional evidence 


to be called tor the plaintiff in order to deal with this question. 

Captain William Thomas Shaw, M.P. for Forfar, giving 
evidence, said he had known Captain Ramsay as a Sony 
Scottish Member and as a constituent since 1932. Captain 
Ramsav had always expressed anti-Judaic views. 

Mr. Field: Were those views strongly expressed. 

Captain Shaw: Most strongly. 

Did you think he was sincere or “ putting it on ?-—I thought 
he was very sincere: in fact, | got the impression Captain 
Ramsay was obsessed with the anti-Judaic views that he held 
and they were widely known in the House. 

Have vou heard Captain, Ramsay express any views in favour 
of Hither?-—No, nore. When the Military Training Bill was 
brought up in the House he voted for 1. 

In his final speech, Mr. Field said that Captain Ramsay was 
Chairman of a committee formed by Sir Henry Lunn and 
called “ The United Christian Front’ and had formed his 
views about the Jews after reading scores of books, pamphicts, 
journals, etc., on the Jewish movement, and after talking with 
many men from many parts of the world. Educated men might 
think as Captain Ramsay did. That was instanced by. the 
writing of a distinguished Catholic priest who was a professor! 
of theology and had stated that “the real fYorces behind 
Bolshevism were Jewish forces and that Bolshevism was really 
an instrument in the hands of the Jews tor the establishment 
of their future Messianic kingdom... 

Ihe starting point of Captain Ramsay's viewpoint, said Mr. 
Field, was that all Jewry was a vast organisation based on an 
Oriental Masonic system, but a system very different from 
Masonry as others knew it. It was far more claborate, far 
more secret, with léaders unknown wielding enormous power. 


“ Bankers and the Comintern ” 


According to Captain Ramsay, he continued, the Jews con- 
trolied, or had enormous power over, the goldfields and 
diamonds of the world in addition to the world’s gold and 
silver markets. They had enormous influence in banking 
throughout the world—more particularly in America and on 
the Continent —and could exercise a tremendous influence over 
money markets, commodity markets, and stock exchanges 
Captain Ramsay also believed that the Jews worked through 
a multiplicity of agents, many of whom were unconscious 
tools; that they had an enormous influence in the Press—more 
particularly in America and on the Continent; that ‘their 
weapons were revolution and war, with the object of destroying 
Christianity. 

Regarding the question of how the Jews could cause a war, 
said Mr. Field, Captain Ramsay's answer was, “ By propa- 
ganda and economic warfare.” He believed that so far as 
Germany was concerned the Jews had two branches of propa- 
ganda. No propaganda was needed to persuade the Germans, 
who liked war. The more subtle branch was to persuade the 
Germans that they were not defeated in 1918 and could, there- 
fore, hope to win another war. A second piece of propaganda 
was to instil in the Geimans the fear of encirclement. On the 
commercial and industrial side the Jews used economic warfare 
to induce a great deal of economic disturbance in Germany and 
the even greater fear that the disturbance would go on so 
that they felt that their only possible hope was to win a war 
and that they would have to go to war for that purpose. 

; Mr. Justice Atkinson: Then why not get England ready 
or war’ 


Mr. Field: Captain Ramsay's answer is that the Jews care 
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nothing for England. They would just as soon she came in 
exhausted. 

Mr. Field said that Captain Ramsay's view was that every 
other man in Russia was a Jew. Eighty per cent. of those 
who started the 1917-18 revolution in Russia were Jews and a 
great many were not even Russians. The finance for that 
revolution was supplied by Jewish bankers. The real con- 
trolling body in the revolution and the Bolshevik regime was 
the Comintern consisting of 59 people—‘S6 of whom were 
Jews with the other three having Jewish wives. Captain 
Ramsay believed that the great object of the Comintern was 
to produce international revolution everywhere and he would 
even say that their great object was to smash Germany and 
then hope to secure the Bolshevisation of Europe. 


A Negotiated Peace ? 


Mr. Justice Atkinson: Would it be putting it fairly to say: 
“Captain Ramsay is convinced that the two great enemies 
of mankind are Bolsheviks and German Jews, and the only 
power that he sees can stand m3 against them is Nazism” 
Therefore, he does not want a defeated Nazism, but he wants 
a negotiated peace ? 

Mr. Field: Oh no, my lord. He thinks that England and 
the British Empire is the power to stand up to resist the attack 
on humanity. 

Then why does he not want Germany defeated?—He would 
like Germany defeated but not destroyed. 

“ Captain Ramsay,” counsel said, “does not want an 
exhausted Europe with the loss of millions of lives and millions 
of treasures, leaving Europe and probably the British Empire 
too prostrate for the Bolsheviks.” 

Mr. Justice Atkinson: That is how I was putting his views: 
he wants Germany to be there to withstand the Bolshevik 
menace. 


No Condemnation of Nazism 


“Where ts there any word in his evidence of condemnation 
of Nazism? ™ asked the Judge, who. added, “I have sought 
in vain to find any.” 

Mr. Field said that Captain Ramsay was not in the least pro- 
German or pro-Hitler but was more afraid of the Bolshevisation 
of Europe. He submitted that it was impossible to think 
Captain Ramsay had any hostile intention in the books and 
pamphiets he had written. He merely meant to get the support 
for the political views which he held. 

Mr. Justice Atkinson: And thetcby weaken the war cffort” 

Mr. Field: That is not what he wanted to do. I protest 
against the constant use of that phrase. Counsel also said that, 
while no attempt had been made to justify the accusation of 
treason, Mr. Valentine Holmes (for the defendants) had called 
Captain Ramsay a traitor “ Captain Ramsay says,” added 
Mr. Field, “* If that ts so, in the name of God prosecute 
me and I will meet the trial, but. don't treat me as I have been 
treated. 

Ihe fact that perhaps Captain Ramsay ought to have been 
more suspicious of Tyler Kent (the clerk at the U.S. Embassy) 
than he was, said Mr. Field, did not make him either a Fifth 
Columnist or a traitor, 

Mr. Justice Atkinson: If a man were doing nothing actively 
to assist the enemy but would assist the enemy immediately 
the enemy got here, would he be a ft'e) Columnist? 

Mr. Field: Certainly he would but, until he has done some 
thing actively, how is one to know? 

Mir. Justice Atkinson: I know somebody who, I feel pretty 
sure, has got that intention but he has got nothing to do with 
this case. 


Right Club's “ Distinguished“ Members 


Dealing with the matter of the Right Club Mr. Field invited 
his lordship to look at the ‘names of the members. 

Mr. Justice Atkinson said he had looked at the membership 
book and Mr. Field observed: “1 hope the names wil! satisfy 
you that it is most unfair to attribute a sinister thing to a 
club with that membership because of three people who were 
clected at a time when Captain Ramsay could not have known 
very much about them. There must have been good reasons 
why some of the quite distinguished people who were members 
dui not want their names to be known. People like Captain 
Ramsay who take a. violent line on any particular subject are 
untortunately lable to have cranks, * wrong-uns, or people 
with an axe to grind running after them.” 

When the judge asked what Captain Ramsay had meant when 
i¢ said in his evidence that one of our two potential enemies 
was the military, Captain Ramsay went back to the witness- 
box to explain that he was referring to the potential nvilitary 
enemy-“Germany. The other potential enemy was. Judaism 
By “the military he was not referring*to the war machine 
In this country. 

‘ examined, Captain Ramsay agreed that propaganda to 
the effect that the Bolsheviks, the Jews, and Continental Free- 
masonry were pursuing a policy of world domination and 
war was, in his view, desirable. He agreed that in March. 
i940. in. the House. of Commons, he. asked the Minister of 
Information whether he proposed dealing with a new German 
Stution that was broadcasting the same sort of propaganda 
He wanted the matter raised and dealt with, not avoided

\f Holmes pointed out that a man was prosecuted for 
sticking up on walls information giving the wave-length of the 
German station and the time of the broadcasts: yet Captain 
Ramsay had given the same information when putting his 
question in the House. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Atkinson, Captain Ramsay said he 
Could see now that, by doing that, he was increasing the 
audience of the German station, which would be useless without 
an audience.

M. VAN ZEELAND’S POST-WAR 
PLAN 


Solving the Refugee Problem 


_ A far-reaching plan to settle the problem of the refugees 
is being prepared for the forthcoming Peace Conference 
by the International Committee for Refugees, M. Paul Van 
Zeeland, former Prime Minister of Belgium and President 
of the Committee, has informed the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. M. Van Zeeland did not give any: details of the 
plan; but the J.T.A. learns from other sources that it will 
form part of a general scheme of post-war world recon- 
Struction. 

_M. Van Zeeland also stated that because of the general 
situation to-day the activities of the Committee were practically 
at a standstill, and the restrictive measures recently imposed by 
the United States on immigration fad still further limited their 
Opportunities. Help could be given now to at most a few 
hundred people. * It is certainly a difficult situation,” M. Van 
Zecland said. “ But goodwill persists, and we should not give 
up hope,” 


The Refugees 


REGISTRATION OF GERMANS 
AND AUSTRIANS 


Transfer to Essential Work 


The Order issued by the Ministry of Labour that all 
Austrians, Germans, and Italians in Great Britain who are 
well disposed to the Allied Cause should register at labour 
exchanges is heartily welcomed by the refugees, who, since 
their arrival in Britain, have insistently asked to be allowed 
to take their share in winning the war. 

Full particulars of the registration (which takes place between 
August 1! and 22) appeared in last week's Jewisn CHRONICLE. 
Men register during the first week, and women in the next. 

It is of the utmost importance (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative) that Germans and Austrians who wish to assist 
the war effort should register as required. If any person can 
prove that it is not reasonably practicable for him to attend 
a local employment. exchange in order to: register, he may 
furnish the particulars required by post to the employment 
exchange in such form and within such period as the Minister 
may direct. 

The Order applies to all men between the age of 16 and 65, 
and women between 16 and SO. It does not apply to persons 
serving in H.M. Forces (excluding the Home Guard), or in 
Allied or other Foreign Forces, serving in association with 
H.M. Forces, or to persons in internment. 


A. J. Braybrook, formerly a major, in the Corps of Military 
Police, has been sentenced at the Old Bailey to 18 months’ 
imprisonment for the theft of internees’ property.

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
Mr. Elkan Adler’s 80th Birthday 


Dr. Cecil Roth was re-elected President of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England at a meeting on Thursday of last 
week at Woburn House. 

Dr. Roth referred to the fact that the occasion of Mr. Elkan 
Adler's 80th birthday was celebrated by the Society by the pro- 
duction of a volume of essays on Anglo-Jewish history, mainly 
by members of the Council of the Society, which they hoped 
to present to him when times were more propitious. He fell, 
said Dr. Roth, that this gift would be the most welcome ol 
any that he could receive from them. That day, in the Rev. 
Ephraim Levine's house, they had presented Mr. Elkan Adler 
with a specially printed copy. The President mentioned that 
the cost of printing and distributing the fascicule had been 
defrayed by their very liberal benefactor, Mr. Gustave Tuck. 
The fascicule would be in the hands of members very shortly 

Dr. Roth also informed the meeting that at the end of June 
it was the Rev. Arthur and Mrs. Barnett’s silver wedding. Since 
he had become the Hon, Secretary Mr. Barnett had done the 
lion’s share of the work for the Society, and they offered him 
their profound thanks. The Council had presented him with 
a silver Megilah of Central European workmanship of the 18th 
century. 

Aer Mr. Barnett had expressed his thanks forthe gift, Dr. 
Roth was re-elected President on the motion of the Rev. Mr. 
Barnett seconded by the Rev. S. Levy. 

Mr. Barnett spoke of the great help which Dr. Roth had 
been to the Society throughout these very difficult times 

Mr. Levy spoke of the enthusiasm and devotion which Dr. 


Roth brought to his work for the Society, to which he had 


rendered valuable services. 

Dr. C. Roth then read a paper on “ The Jews in the Detence 
of Britain—1i%th to 19th Centuries.’ (The subject was dealt 
with by De. Roth last autumn in Oxford in a lecture reported 
in these columns.)

NAZI “ LIBERATORS” IN THE 
UKRAINE 


White Armlets for Jews 


Reporting that normal conditions have been restored in 
the “liberated” Lemberg and Drohobycz districts of 
Western Ukraine, the VoeLKkiscHer BroBacHTeR says that 
all Jews in the region are now forced to wear white arm- 
lets and have been set to forced labour. 

The Jews of Kaunas and Vilno are likewise obliged to wear 
armliets. Damage from bombs or shells in both of these citics 
is trifling, says a Stockholm report, and life is proceeding on 
more or less normal lines. Half of the Jewish population of 
Kaunas. which before the war numbered 40,000, and of Vilno, 
where 60,000 Jews used to tive, left with the retreating Sovict 
armies. It is added that the Germans intend to establish a 
ghetto in Kaunas. 

In Vilna the Nazi Military Command has appointed as 
Commandant of the city Coloncl Zapfenpfennig, a notorious 
Jew-baiter who co-operated with the Gestapo and the police in 
Berlin in all their anti-Jewish drives. It ts already stated that 
he will introduce “ discipline " among the Vilna pro-Russian 
Jewish elements. 

it is learned that Zabludow, in Bialystok district, was destroyed 
during the fighting. The town was largely inhabited by Jews. 

The Nazi reporting that Kishinefl, the 
capital of Bessarabia, was totally destroyed during the fighting, 
says that all Jews left the city, thus leaving  “ judenrein.” 


LAST JEWS LEAVE DANZIG

IN TRANSYLVANIA 
Hungary Closes Schools and Synagogues 


The authorities in the Hungarian zone of Transylvania 
have ordered the closing down of many Jewish schools on 
account of the appearance of the letter “ V" on the school 
walls. A number of Synagogues have also been closed, both 
here and in Carpatho-Ruthenia as a reprisal against the 
participation of the Jews in the “V™ movement. The 
schools and Synagogues, say the Hungarian authorities, are 
nests of Bolshevik activity and anti-Hungarian plots whose 
cxistence can no longer be tolerated. 

The “V™ movement has even reached the Jews in the 
ghettoes of Poland. But they have converted it into an 
*N” movement, using the first letter of the Hebrew word, 
“ Nitzochon,” meaning victory. The letter “ N” has lately 
frequently appeared on walls and pavements in the ghettoes, 
and has helped to keep up the persecuted Jews’ sprrit. 


HOLLAND’S NAZI TORTURERS 
A Stubborn People 


Dutch Jewry mourns the death in a Nazi concentration camp 
of one of its leaders, Dr. B. A. Kahn, a Director of the Zionist 
Foundation Fund in Holland and a member of the Executive of 
the Dutch Zionist Organrsation. 

Four hundred Jews. in Holland were blamed for brawls and 
for an explosion in a house in Amsterdam used by the Nazis 
as a jamming station for foreign broadcasts, says Vai Neper- 
Lanp, the Free Dutch newspaper published in London. Before 
being sent to Buchenwald concentration camp they were 
paraded in front of a Synagogue and ordered to stand with up- 
stretched arms for hours. Later the parents of a number of 
them were informed by the Nazis that if they sent £10 they 
could have the urns containing the ashes of their sons who had 
died.” 

A popular torture with the Nazis is the “ Arctic footbath.” 
A noted Jewish doctor in Amsterdam, who was ordered to bale 
out a flooded cellar and imecurred displeasure, was punished in 
this way. He had to stand tn a bath of ice-cold water for hours, 
with outstretched arms, and ice was added to the bath trom time 
to time ‘ 

A ‘Jew who squirted acid over Nazis who forcibly entered his 
shop was arrested and, shot 

But the Dutch people continue to show the Nazis that their 
anti-Jewish tcrromsm tnds no support among them. In 
Leyden, when the Nazis ordered the municipal council to replace 
unseated Jewish members by ¥ Aryans,” the council decided to 
reappoint the Jews. 

In Rotterdam the Nazis introduced in the municipal council 
a proposal that all members who had participated in the pre- 
war boycott of Nazi goods, as well as all members who were 
opposed to the Nazi Jew-laws, should be unseated. But here 
again the council showed no inclination to comply with the 
Nazi demands. 


SLOVAKIAN PURGE “ ACCORDING 
TO PLAN” 


The ousting of the Jews from Slovak life is proceeding 
‘according to plan,” reports the: Berlin Boersen 
Owing to the concentration of Jews in particular towns and 
industries, it has required some time, it says, to get rid of 
Jewish participation. In Eastern Slovakia, where the Jewish 
problem is “ acute,” the Jews have been compelled to wear 
distinctive armbands so that they may be recognised. Numbers 
of them are being transported to camps in the Jablonka Pass, 
where they are said to be put to forced labour improving the 
land 

M. Sano Mach. the Slovakian Ministero! the Interior, has 
isucd an order torbidding Jews to enter public parks and 
baths. the Prague newspaper, Never Tac. reports. Jews are 
alvo forbidden to appear in the streets alter nine o clock, or to 
have any social intercourse with “Aryans.” 

The Nazi authorities in Prague, capital of the Czech 
Protectorate. have tssued an order warning Jews that they must 
avoid all contact with “Aryans.” They are torbidden to enter 
public parks, gardens, baths, and swimming pools, and to sit 
on benches ih public places 

Meanwhile. in London; President Benes last week received 
a delegation of the Union of Orthedox Jews. from Czecho- 
slovakia, composed of Dr. Karol Rosenbaum, Chairman, and 
Messrs. M. R. Springer and Kurt Leitner, and discussed with 
them the question of Jewish representation on Czechoslovak 
Government bodies The President, after stating that sym- 
pathetic consideration would be given to the delegation’s views, 
also declared that Jewish rights in the future Czechoslovakia 
would be secured in the same way as those of all other citizens.

ILLINOIS GOVERNOR VETOES 
ANTI-ALIEN BILL 


State Assembly Censured 


Governor Dwight Green, of Illinois, has, on the recommenda- 
tion of Attorney-General Joseph Barrett, vetoed a bill which 
would have barred aliens from 14 professions and occupations. 
Mr. Barrett advised him that the bill, which had already been 
passed by the State Assembly and Senate, violated the 14th 
Amendment of the U.S.A. Constitution guarantecing [ull 
liberty for all. 

In his veto message, the Governor censured the Assembly for 
adopting such a bill at a time when democracy was in danger 
from racial discrimination and religious bigotry, and emphasised 
the plight of refugees who had “ fled from tyranny, hoping to 
find haven in the New World.” Previously, in a vigorous fight 
against the bill, Senator A. L: Morowitz warned his hearers that 
“if the bill is passed the democratic system in Lincoln's State is 
endangered, because that is the way they started in Germany. 
Legislating against the refugee, representative of the groups who 
made America a free country, is criminal.” An amendment to 
free eminent European physicians from the restrictions was 
defeated. The bill had been supported by the American Legion 
and several other organisations. 


MEMORIAL TO A JEWISH FIGHTER 


The formation of a committee to create a memorial tor 
Representative Michael Edelstein, who died in Congress last 
month after delivering a specch against anti-Semitism, is 
announced by Mr. Emanuel Lewis Greene, who was Mr. 
Edelstein’s Secretary. Mr. Edelstein had been replying to a 
tirade by Representative John E. Rankin, of Missourt. 

Among the projects under consideration are a statuc, an 
East Side Community centre, a playground, a hospital wing, and 
a college scholarship in political science. Shortly after Mr. 
Edelstein’s death a gift of $100 was made by Dr. Mario Julia, 
a prominent physician of Puerto Rica, to form the nucleus of a 
memorial fund. 

Stating that “ the ugly issue of racial and religious bigotry ha 
been injected im recent months into the proceedings of this 
body.’ Representative Leon Sacks, of Pennsylvania, has called 
upon Congress to “ halt this perfidious practice.” Although he 
did not refer by name to any of his colleagues in the House, 
Mr. Sacks quoted recent statements attributed in the Con- 
gressional Record to Representatives Rankin and Robert P. 
Lambertson, of Kansas. 


The Hlinois House of Representatives has approved an appro- 
priation of $25,000 for the erection of a monument m Chicago 
to the late Mr. Henry Horner, the State Governor. 

Mr. Wendell Willkie has been presented with the Jewish War 
Veterans’ 194] “American Leadership Award” at a luncheon 
at the Hotel Waldorf Astoria. The presentation was made by 
Mr. Fred S. Harris, National Commander. who praised M;: 
Willkic’s “ splendid. example of selfless patriotism, which is an 
inspiration to the people of the United States.” 


POLISH-CZECH COLLABORATION 


“It was indeed with great interest that | learned that the 
Council of Polish Agudists in the United Kingdom have decwed 
permancnily to co-operate with the Union of Orthodox Jec\, 
from’ Czechoslovakia. Tam of the belicf that the collaboration 
between Poland and Czechoslovakia cannot be limited to the 
Governments only, but must embrace all spheres of life of these 
two countries,” writes Count Raczynski, the Polish Ambassador, 
in a message of welcome published in the News Bulletin issucd 
jointly by the Council and the Union. 

The Bulletin also contams a message from the Czechoslovak 
Minister for Forcign Aflairs, M. Jan Masaryk, in which bh: 
expresses appreciation of the work of the Federation of Czecho- 
slovakian Jews. M. Masaryk says he associates himsclf with 
the ideals of the Federation, with “return of international 
decency, religious freedom, free Jews, and free Czechoslovaki. 
in a tree Europe.” 

In a personal message to the Federation, M. V. V. Tilea 
former Rumanian Minister in London, warmly applauds the 
effort to bring the Jewries of central Europe together, in the 


common cause of “ liberty, freedom, and equality of religrons 
and races, which must be the foundation stones of the lasting 
peace * Let us hope,’ continues M. Tilea, “ that with such 


great eflorts as are displayed, and after so many hardships 
suffered, this wise solution will be achieved.”

As Chairman of the Case 
Committee [ am personally acquainted with every Polish refugce 
case coming up tor consideration, enher at our office at 33, 
Belgrave Square or at the offices of the Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund at 33, Soho Square. 

We have recognised the Polish. Jewish Refugee Fund, . with 
whom we have been working in close co-operation since oul 
mception, as the only body dealing with all Polish Jewish 
refugee cases. In addition, the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund is 
administering relicf to all Jewish Stateless refugees. There is 
really, therefore, no need for any third party to overlap our 
centralised efforts, 

fhe same also applies to the relief of the Polish Refugees in 
Palestine. The Community ts well aware that the Polish Jewish 
Refugee Fund is now conducting a special campaign, headed 
by Lord Cecil, for these refugees, to which we have contributed 
the sum of £500. The Polish Jewish Refugee Fund has already 
lorwarded considerable amounts for the relief of the refugees 
in Palestine, and is systematically continuing this aid. Surely 
there is no reason for the duplication of appeals for one and 
the same purpose, acknowledged on all hands to be laudable 

Ihe appeal circulated by the Federation of Polish Jews only 
tends to create confusion in the minds of the public, with the 
result that our real work for the refugees is bound to suffer. 1 
hope that the Jewish Community will take due cognisance of 
these facts,

IN all the complexities of war conditions one thing at 
least seems generally accepted, and that ts that “ nothing 
will be the same ” in the post-war world. It 1s a healthy 
conviction and ts leading to a vigorous spirit of hope, 
and of belicf in the human destiny despite all set-backs 
and tailures. We see it at work in the democratic plans 
for a new Europe as well as in those for a new national 
economy. And it is safe to assume that most sections 
of the population also are to-day examining thei 
individual positions in the light of the new conditions 
with a view to charting then own: special course im the 
Stream of the new fife 
Phe question arises: what is our own Community 
doing? Has British Jewry no ideas to recast. no 
methods to reconsider, nothing to change in the new 
world that ts shaping beiore them? This Jewry has tn 
recent times vrown im numbers, broken trom us tormer 
settlement and scattered through the breadth of the land 
But ity, organisation has remaimed basically unaltered, 
whatever variations in detail there may have been, An 
adult Community can hardly tunction comfortably, let 
alone efficrently in the clothes of its childhood days. 


[he truth development has been 
msulficrentl noticed, and that, theretore, no large and 
systemairc mianning to keep pace wiih tt has. ever been 
instituted lhus, on the economic tield, there came 
about the unrestrained “rush into the professions.” 
But there was no provision for influencing and redirect- 
me il Again, the frontiers of authority have never 
been clearly demarcated lhis we see reflected im the 


perfectly proper cham put torward by the Chiet Rabb 
this week fo approach and be approached by Govern- 
ment Departments on matters appertaming to his office. 
notwithstanding the monopoly ot such othecil contacts 
demanded by thoughtless imdividuals for the Board of 
Depuvies could be many times multiphed., 

In two respects bearing vitally on the future of the 
Communtty mertia and lack of intelligent adjustment to 


changing conditions have been seriously marked. Ihe 
first us the’ lack of continuous contacts between the 
jewish authorities and the Jewish masses. It is a 


hangover trom the old patriarchal system which worked 
well enough when the Community was small, but 
became a source of daneer when ts members increased 
nm numbers and developed their own independent 
athiudes lhe divorce between leaders and led was for 
lone plainly reflected in the rusty conservatism of the 
Bourd of Deputies and has not by any means been 
wholly corrected even now. And, as a result, there has 
not been, at least in the political sense, any truly 
corporate and healthy Anglo-Jewish life. The almost 
stony indifference with which the Deputies’ recent 
appeal was at first received ts partly traceable to the 
Same ‘ 

Parallet with this, and even more important, has gone 
a growing separation between our ecclestastical 
authorities and large numbers oj the Jewish masses. 
Here again, inadequate toresight and preparation was 
lo a considerable extent responsible. Our Ministry con- 
lined its energies to the delivery of sermons to increas- 
ingly: dwindling. congregations, and to the routine duties 
of ther jobs, including the secretaryship of their 
Synagogues, insicad of going out to win the people, 
cxplaining their doubts, gaining their confidence, and 
so meeting drift halt-way. And the Ministry chiefs 
clasped the Shulchan Aruch to their bosoms, chanting 
in chorus the easy, lazy cry: “Here is the answer to 
all problems, and there is nothing more to say!” So 
the gap between them and their nominal flock widened. 
And the religion of the multitude, that precious 
inheritance which never, never let us forget, is, in the 
eyes of British government and law, the sole justifica- 
tion for their separate existence and their first claim to 
the respect of their fellow-citizens, has wilted and 
decayed, producing unfortunate social phenomena of 
which we are all unhappily aware. There has been 
nothing like formal consultation and co-operation 
between the lay and clerical leaders themselves, with 
painful results, such as were recently in evidence. 

If this Anglo-Jewish Community is to live a happy, 
useful, and respected life, these conditions must. be 
radically amended. Fhe new post-war era will confront 
it with formidable cares and responsibilities. Abroad, 
the responsibilities to its distraught and helpless co; 
religionists will demand forceful action. At home, 
financial stringency will impose heavy cares and raise 
delicate problems such as are indicated in the proposal 
for voluntary taxation. - Problems of communal 


organisation, defence, religious education, will insist 
upon solution. Most important of all, the resurrection 
of the spirit of Judaism will clamour for achievement. 
These matters cannot be ignored until tribulation brings 
vain regrets. They demand careful study and planning 
now, They call for a change of method—and this 
means most of all a change of heart.

To-mMorROW evening ushers in that most mournful of 
dates in the Jewish calendar—the Fast of Av. There will 
be many—-probably not so very many—-who will intone the 
sad and haunting notes of “ Lamentations © in their Syna- 
gogues. or may be in Synagogues other than their own (a 
new element of sorrow in the traditional celebration). 

“How doth the city sit’ solitary, that was full of 
people! how is she become as a widow! she that was 
great among the nations . . . how ts she become tribu- 
tary' She weepeth sore in the night... . All her friends 
have dealt treacherously with her... Judah ts gone imto 
captvity because of affliction she dwelleth among 
the heathen, she findeth no rest; all her persecutors over- 
took her between the straits.” 

The words seem like a grim prophetic forecast of Jewish 
sufferings. On that account alone the recital in’Synagogue 
has its justification. But many may object that though that 
may be true, the new Palestine, with its vigorous new age 
of hope and achievement, hardly fits in with Lamentations’ 
Opening passages. “Its cities do mot to-day “sit solitary,” 
but are again “full of people ~ and hum with a new life. 
Iherefore, why mourn and lament, instead of casting the 
woeful past behind us and buckling to the tasks of revival 
and reconstruction”? 


THE TEMPLE OF TRUE ZIONISM 


For one thing, however, tradition is not so easily thrown 
overboard. For another, the change in the Palestine scene ts 
not so large and so decisive as the super-optimists would 
have us believe. Much has indeed been accomplished to 
raise the country from the economic slough of despond. 
But uw is unfortunately also true to say that some at least 
of her friends have “dealt treacherously with her.” and 
that this and the political ineptitude of Zionist leadership, 
and the hesitations and the factions within the land, have 
caused her history since the Balfour Declaration, to be a 
damning record of successive and unrelieved political 
defeats for us Jews, whatever our conquests in the fields of 
reconstruction. We Jews as a people have pioneered, but 
have missed the most of our reward. . There is sull much 
cause for tears and mourning over the melancholy failures 
which have kept Judah m captivity, where he finds no rest. 
But not for tears alone. Let everyone in Synagogues on 
the Fast Day register a secret vow that, so far as in him 
hes, he will struggle on until the ancient and the modern 
wrongs are righted and Israel is once more “ great among 
the nations.” 


SANCTIONS: A STEP FORWARD 

ltt London Shechita Board, at its meeting this week, 
decided to “cut the cackle ~ that has been going on over 
the question of whether or not sanctions should be enforced 
against Jewish offenders, and itself take action. Hence- 
forward, any Jewish butchers and poultry dealers licensed 
by the Board who are convicted of breaches of the Food 
Regulations will be hable to forfeiture of their licence. 
[his move will be generally welcomed, despite, perhaps, 
natural criticism of what ts a decided innovation in Jewish 
practice. It sets an example to other official bodies, though 
possibly these may prefer to await the results of the present 
experiment before proceeding “ delicately ~ along the same 
lines themselves... It is tmpossible to suppose that. the 
ecclesiastical authorities will take exception to what has 
been done. Nor can it reasonably be held that malefactors 
who come under the ban now imposed have a claim to 
any public sympathy. The sanctions, we are sure, will 
be exercised with discretion and care, They are certainly 
not dictated by mere desire to stand well with Gentile 
critics, but by a determination to preserve the honour of 
the Jewish name and the sanctity of the Jewish faith. 


£100,000 


fHost who have followed the progress of the Deputies’ 
Appeal for the costs of Jewish education, welfare work, 
and the work for civic harmony and goodwill, will hardly 
have been surprised by the announcement of a fresh move 
to imecrease the sum originally asked for from £54,000 
to the round £100,000. The earlier figure could never have 
met the bill for the various exigencies created by war con- 
ditions. as has been frequently pointed out in these columns. 
Experience has finally made the position clear, and there 
is, therefore, nothing now to do but to subscribe the money 
asked for at a quicker pace than marked the earlier stages 
of the collection. That the Community was so slow to 
awaken to the urgent realities is a theme which will provide 
a great field for future speculation. We will have to see 
to it that that mistake is not repeated—more particularly 
because of the uncertainties of the war and the ignorance 
of what further evacuations, sufferings, and dangers it may 
hold in store. It is a simple fact’ that the whole future of 
our Community is largely bound up with the success of 
the work for which the fund is being raised—its religious 
welfare, its good name, its security. lf we bear this stead- 
fastly in mind the goal now set will not be long in the 
reaching, and London’ especially, of whose niggardliness 
there has been justifiable criticism despite its particularly 
difficult circumstances, will contribute its full and honour- 
able share of sacrifice to that end. 


MR. HOPKINS’ “JOYOUS SONG” 


THe great American citizen who has been placed by the 
President in charge of the working of the Lease and Lend 
Act—one of the distinguished band set to speed British 
victory —spoke in his broadcast address last Sunday of the 
parallel efforts of Britain and his own land in what ts and 
always has been a common cause. He spoke, among other 
things, of the vast American ship-building that is going to 
defeat the Nazis’ starvation plans against the British people, 
of the riveting that never ceases by night or by day, of the 
machine tools in Britain that “sing a joyous song,” part 
of which “symphony of industry,” comes from American- 
made machine tools, of the sacrifices which his country- 
men are undergoing in order that Britons may not go 
hungry. and of the mighty programme of military help now 
striding into actuality. Nor did he minimise past delays, 
or over-state his country’s contribution to date. ~ The 
blood and the toil. the sweat and the tears, have been 
yours, not ours; and we realise this,” said Mr. Hopkins, 
and concluded: “people of England, people of Britain, 
people of the British Commonwealth of Nations, you are 
not fighting alone.” It was a fine, frank, and manly speech, 
spoken from the heart to the heart, and by the ordinary 
citizen to the ordinary citizen, simple in eloquence, but 
stirring and cheering in its unaffected sincerity. And it was 
such an address as only a free man can deliver to free men, 
sober and factual but ringing with the great new hope that 
is stirring the democracies even as the fortunes of their 
enemies begin to decline from their peak of triumph. How 
impressively it compares with the mechanical braggadocio 
of the beasts of Berlin or the rats of Rome! In that con 
trast, if in nothing else, is signalled the promise of the 
ultimate Democratic victory! 


NAZIS’ LATEST “FIND” 

AccCORDING to the Nazis a pamphlet ts said to have been 
published in New York by one, Theodore Kaufman, 
demanding the sterilisation of the German people after the 
war and the partition of the Reich. Having first ~ created 
this fantastic publication, either with their pens or merely 
with their imaginations, Goebbels’ scribblers now glectulls 
assert not only that the author, Theodore Kaufman, is a Jew, 
but that it is an open secret in New York Jewish literary 
circles that President Roosevelt personally inspired or even 
dictated his pamphlet. Now if that were all, it would have 
no more value than any of the other vile Axis outpouring: 
which attribute to their victims the sinister schemes which 
the propagandists have themselves actually planned. Thy 
Japanese cum Vichy excuses for the Indo-China outrage 
are a recent illustration of this amiable habit. What 1» 
much more eloquent, however, is the way in which the 
official organ of Hitler, the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTIR 
exploits this new and sensational “find.” This Nazi Party 
Organ proceeds to hide away in an interior page such news 
about the flagging “ Victories”.in Russia as the German 
Government allows to leak out. But it splashes the New 
York story over five columns of its front page under such 
appropriately lurid headlines as: Roosevelt Demands 
Sterilisation of German People. Describes Plan tor 
Synthesis of Real Talmudic Hatred.” 


GIVING THEMSELVES AWAY 


THe reason for all this ‘sticks out a mile.” Things have 
not been going too well with the German arms in Russia 
Ihe wheels of the Nazi chariot are tarrving. They are 
bogged in heroic Russian resistance. So out comes the old 
trick which has paid so well in the past: divert populat 
attention, which is now, according to all accounts, growing 
increasingly impatient and apprehensive, to the Jews! 
Make the German public forget the miserable German 
militarist failures in an explosion of passion against the 
immemorial scapegoats—the Jews. It ts about as flagrant 
an exposure of the tricky Nazi practice as has been vouch- 
safed for a long time. It lays bare the sinister part which 
anti-Semitism is designed to play in Nazi conquests. And, 
above all, it is one more effective demonstration of the 
truth that propagators of anti-Semitism are always and 
everywhere, consciously or unconsciously, agents of Nazi 
Germany, playing Hitlers dirty game and helping him to 
triumph. We commend the warning to Hitler's dupes in 
this country. 


LEEDS LORD MAYOR ELECT 


A worb of hearty congratulation is due to Alderman 
Hyman Morris on the invitation extended to him to become 
the next Lord Mayor of Leeds. He has signally deserved 
this no mean honour by the nearly twenty years of service 
he has rendered the great northern city, and it is especially 
a pleasure to see this service acknowledged by his fellow- 
citizens at a time when in other directions the same breadth 
of sympathy and understanding towards citizens who happen 
to be Jews is not always so much in evidence as among the 
honest and downright men of the county of the broad acres. 
Mr. Morris thus joins in municipal history the many Jews 
who in the past have filled the Mayoral or Lord Mayoral 
office with distinction in their towns. It is gratifying to 
record that he has also, like many Jewish civic workers 
before him, combined with zeal for the townsmen’s welfare 
a fine devotion to the special needs of the local Jewish 
Community. In this way he has enforced, by personal 
example, the abiding but too often misunderstood truth, 
that there is no incompatibility between the two branches 
of service, no conflict of loyalties, but that now. as always, 
it is the good Jew that makes the good citizen. We wish 
Mr. Morris a fruitful and successful year of office.

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JEWRY IN POST-WAR EUROPE 


Civil Equality With Adequate Guarantees 
From Mr. ISRAEL COHEN 


To the Editor of THe Jewtsn CHRONICLE 


Sir.—The Rev. Dr. Parkes argues that the history of the past 
7) vears shows “the utter madequacy ” of the demand tor 
equality for the Jews, and therelore urges that we should agree 
io a system of racial discrimination with some accompanying 
compensation. According to this process of reasoning, the 
French National Assembly of 1791 was wrong to conter civil 
equality upon the Jews, because this equality was abolished by 
the Vichy Government. What 1 maintain ts that the history of 
the past 20 years has shown the utter inadequacy of the 
machinery created for safeguarding the equality granted to the 
Jews. In any reorganised League of Nations, or in any other 
supreme international body that may take its place after the 
war, it will be necessary to include a‘more efhcrent machinery 
for watching over the just treatment of the Jews by the States 
that have offended in the past The reference to the “ Victorian 
epoch of individualism” ts, m any case, mrelevant, since that 
was the period during which half of the Jews in the world 
those in Russia and Rumania—were in a state of bondage 

Instead of meeting my contention that “ discrimination with 
compensation “ rs unacceptable in principle and would be un- 
workable in practice, Dr. Parkes replies with a criticism of “the 
leaders of the Jewish people, which ts unjustified and un- 
warranted. It is thanks to the efforts of Jewish leaders that the 
Polish Government has already solemnly promised, on both 
sides of the Atlantic, that the Jews in the reconstituted Poland 
will enjoy complete equality: and with this example, apart from 
all other factors. tt should not be difhcult to get the other States 
concerned to adopt a similar policy. In any case, it is entirely 
out of the question tor the spokesmen of the’ Jewish people, 
who have the tullest knowledge of the realities of the situation, 
derived from personal and local experience, to agree to the Jews 
being relegated to the status of second-class citizens. If therefore 
trust that Dr. Parkes. of whose sympathy I feel assured. will! 
abandon a proposal which, however, well intentioned, ts fraught 
with the gravest pert

PALESTINE VICTORY CAMPAIGN 
IN MANCHESTER 


Jewry Demands Recognition as Ally 


{From our Correspondent] 


The Lord Mayor of Manchester (Alderman R. G. 
Edwards, J.P.), presiding at the luncheon in Manchester 
on Monday at the Grand Hotel in support of the Palestine 
Victory Campaign of the Jewish National Fund, said that 
as Lord Mayor, he had never attended a gathering more 
representative of the public life of Manchester, Salford, 
and district. 

The three hundred guests at the luncheon included M. VV. 
Tilea, former Rumanian Minister at the Court of St. James, 
and now leader of the Free Rumanians; Major Victor Cazalet 
M.P.: the Lady Mayoress of Manchester; the Mayors and 
Mayoresses of Stretford and Prestwich; Members of the Man- 
chester and Salford City Councils; and many other prominent 
citizens. 

M. Tilea said he regarded the aims of the Free Rumanians as 
similar to the aims of the Jewish Agency, and he looked upon 
the Jewish problem in Europe as one which could be settled, 
not by force, but by common understanding between the Jewish 
representatives and, the different nations concerned severally 
and jointly. 

Major Cazalet said that both in the civilian and military 
fields, the Jews of Palestine were to-day playing a worthy 
part. in all the recent campaigns in the Middle East, the Jews 
had made a vital contribution, and far too little credit had been 
given to those Jewish opie who had been discouraged for 
years from trying to defend themselves in their own homeland. 

Dr. Dov Bregun, of the Jewish National Fund, said that the 
Jewish people demanded the richt to be recognised as an ally 
on the side of all the forces of liberty. They would not be 
satisfied with being anonymous unknown soldiers. They wanted 
to create a Jewish fighting force which would fight for the 
cause of tiberty and the world as a whole and, in that world, 
for a place in the sun for the Jewish people 

The whole audience rose when Dr. Alexander Altmann, Com- 
munal Rabbi-of Manchester, Salford, and District, pronounced 
the Declaration of Faith on behalf of the Jewish Communities of 
Manchester, Salford. and District. In an address which preceded 
the Declaration, Dr Altmann said: “ We belicve that there 
is at work in the lives of individuals and nations, a Divine 
law of justice We know who in these days is the incarnation 
and embodgment ef wickedness. Torquemada of old pales 
into imsignificance by comparison with this new and unique 
scourge of the world who has destroyed more human lives 
and values than scores of previous dictators throughout the 
ages. We may say of him and his gang that never has so 
much evil been done to so many by so few. Great Britain has 
been chosen by Providence to bring about, with the help of her 
Allies, the downfall of the wicked and the establishment of a 
new and better order. We passionately believe in Great Britain's 
victory. This is not a faith divorced from the body of our 
religious beliefs, but one that arises and grows organically and 
naturally out of our religious Convictions as expressed im the 
Yigdal. Is is the application of our cternal faith to the historic 
issue of our day.” 


An Appeal to Mr. Churchill 


Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. (President, Council of Manchester 
and Salford Jews, and of the Palestine Victory Campaign in 
Manchester), in. a moving appeal to the Prime Munister, 
demanded. the recognition of the Jewish people as an ally, 
and said that he was sure Mr. Churchill would not frustrate 
their just hopes and would not treat as a scrap of paper the 
Palestine White Paper signed by him in 1922, and that he 
was confident that Britain and the Dominions would keep their 
pledges to the Jews To express his own family’s absolute faith 
m the British victory and in the future of the Jewish National 
Home in a free Palestine, Mr. Laski announced the purchase 
of a plot of land in Palestine in the name of his daughter, 
Miss Mabel Laski.

HOW LYMM HELPS EVACUEES 


The 20th annual report of the Jewish Holiday Home for 
Mothers and Babies at Lymm tells how useful the Home has 
proved to mothers needing rest, and to nervous children. 

“The average number of children per week during the year 
was 25,” says the report, “and about 35 mothers have spent 
short, restful holidays at the Home since the outbreak of war. 
Iwo of these were suffering from the effects of air raids in 
December. The children were all ailing or highly nervous 
children unsuited for ordinary evacuation, but under the calm, 
trained supervision at the Home they quietly recovered their 
health and mental poise. Most of them go to the local school, 
where they are doing well, and they know little of the horrors 
of war. A few beds are always available for urgent cases of 
convalescent children. 

“ The resource and watchful care of the Matron and staff are 
greatly appreciated by the parents of the children, who show 
their appreciation in unselfish sacrifices in the form of gifts of 
money and in kind. The Committee appeal to its supporters 
for continued and increased support to carry on its urgent work, 
and the Hon. Treasurer, Mrs. A. Nahum, 86, Palatine Road, 
Manchester, 20, will be glad to receive contributions.

Minister’s Reticence Criticised 
CARDIFF UNITY THIS MONTH ? 


[From cur Correspondent] 


To an emergency council meeting of the Cathedral Road Con- 
giegation, Cardiff, on Sunday Mr. Henry Silver, President, who 
was in the chair, reported that as a result of the executive 
officers’ talk with the Chief Rabbi the previous Sunday they 
were given one month in which to carry out an amalgamation 
scheme. It would seem from the communications sent to the 
Chief Rabbi that no good purpose would be served by worrying 
about the Shechita issue when there existed a plan for * complete 
amalgamation.” Mr. Silver asked that their Minister, the Rev. 
H. Jerevitch, in view of his move in the Community, should 
make a statement about his activities outside the congregation. 

Phe Rev. H. Jerevitch said he “ had no statement to make, 
and in any case not while THe JewisH CHRonicLe correspondent 
was present.” Mr. Silver replied that the Wardens had invited 
the correspondent because of the importance of the meeting and 
because of * what was going on behind their. backs.’ But Mr. 
Jerevitch still said no.’ 

The Minister. was asked by speakers what he was afraid of. 
If his plan was a good one Jewry should know of it. Though 
Cardiff had, hitherto, had a bad Press, if the scheme were good 
it would get a good Press. Ultimately Mr. Jerevitch spoke, but 
not to outline his plan. He vigorously attacked Mr. Silver, say- 
ing that for years there had been endless talk but no action in 
the matter of amalgamation. He denounced THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE reports as biased. He had not come forward with 
his plan, he said, because he had no confidence in their con- 
gregational leaders. “ But | now promise you, as | have 
promised the Chief Rabbi, that we shall sec amalgamation this 
month.” Whether his congregation liked it or not, he would go 
ahead with his plan. The Community's prestige and honour 
were at stake. 

Mr. Silver said that Mr. Jerevitch had misled them on the 
Shechita issue. And, now, where was his amalgamation plan? 
Why did he have private mectings behind the backs of his con- 
eregation? Onty by constitutional means, said the speaker, and 
through the Syndgogues concerned, could the new plan be 
suceessful.

Z.O.’s Alleged Desire for N.Z.O.’s 


Return 


From PROFESSOR SELIG BRODETSKY — 
(Member of the Executive, The Zionist Organisation) 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin.—In a leading note in your issue of July 4 you stated 
that Zionist unity “ for present practical purposes means the 
return of the New Zionists to the Old Zionist Organisation.” 
I fully endorse this view, and had, therefore, not intended to 
enter into further controversy on the subject. A number of 
statements have, however, appeared in subsequent correspond- 
ence in your columns which require correction. 

1.1 am afraid that, with all respect to Dr. Schwartzman, I 
am not able to accept his recollections of the interview between 
him, Dr. Akzin, and myself. Dr. Schwartzman does mention 
that the question of his and Dr. Akzin's resignation came up 
during the conversation in connection with terms on which the 
Revisionists could return to the Zionist Organisation, and which 
Dr. Schwartzman and Dr. Akzin undertook to convey to their 
colleagues. Dr. Schwartzman and Dr. Akzin subsequently 
resigned from the Executive of the New Zionist Organisation. 
We are to infer, | suppose, that the resignations at that particu- 
lar time were a pure coincidence. Dr. Schwartzman seems to 
have forgotten his own letter to Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE of 
Scfecmber 16, 1938, in which he wrote: 

* Neither the Presidium of the New Zionist Organisation 
nor certainly Professor Akzin and myself had any desire to 
conceal those reasons (i.e., the reasons for the resignations) 
A statement issued by the Presidium clearly indicated that 
our resignations were due to our * urging a reunion with the 
World Zionist Organisation.’ ” 


A Matter of Confidence 


2. tt is clear from the general tenor of Mr. Abrahams’s letter 
in your issue of July 18 that there is no intention, so tar as he 
is concerned, that the Revisionists should re-enter the Zionist 
Organisation on the same footing as all the other Zionist parties. 
What Mr. Abrahams says, im efiect, is that the Revisionisis are 
not prepared to rejoin unless the Zionist Organisation accepts 
beforchand a policy laid down by the Revisionist Party, and 
such tactics as the latter may think appropriate to achieve it. As 
an alternative, be proposes “some cticctive system of co-ordinal- 
ing Ziomiat effort,” should nt be tound that “ the two Organisa- 
tions are politically incompatible.” L confess that | find a certain 
naivetée in Mr. Abrahams’s belief that co-operation could exist in 
ciurccumstances in which the Revisionist Party would continue to 
do its independent political work irrespective of the considered 
policy of the Zionist Organisation and the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine. Does he really believe that the Jewish Agency would 
be able to impart contidertial information about its work to the 
Revisionists without knowing what kind of use would be made 
of 

3. No amount of reterence to the Zionist Organisation as the 
“Old Zionist Organisation” and to the Revisionists as the 
“New Zionist Organisation” can alter the fact that the 
Revisionist Party was a minority group within the Zionist 
Organisation, and that since their withdrawal from that Organ- 
isation they probably represent a much smaller section of 
Zionist opinion than they did previously. 

My colleagues and I are most anxious, as our efforts in the 
past have shown, that the Revisionist Party should rejoin the 
parent body, but the problem must be viewed in proper 
Perspective. A recent statement of the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the New Zionist Organisation (of which body Mr. 
Abrahams is the Chairman) speaks of “ deliberate and con- 
sistent sabotage by the Jewish Agency” of efforts to achieve 


“Jewish political co-ordination.” So high a valuation of the 


Revisionist offer of “ co-operation " can only be the result of 
continued self-deception. 

The Jewish Agency is internationally recognised under the 
Palestine Mandate as representing Jewish interests in all 


matters relating to Palestine, and in that réle it is taking all the 
action it properly can, and secking co-operation with other 
Jewish bodies whenever necessary and practicable. The associa- 
tion of the Revisionists, as an independent body, with that 
action will hardly have the mighty effects that Mr. Abrahams 
seems fondly to imagine. 


Other “Independent” Parties 


4. Mr. Abrahams attempts to draw an analogy between the 

‘ition taken up by the Revisionist Party and that of the 

ionist Labour Party and the World Jewish Congress. This 
analogy is misleading, as it is based on untruths. The Zionist 
Labour Party has always loyally accepted the discipline clause 
of the Zionist Congress, and has never attempted to do any 
political work against the main lines of policy laid down by 
the responsible bodies of the Zionist Organisation and the 
Jewish Agency, or without the knowledge of the Executive. The 
World Jewish Congress was established t6 deal with Jewish 
problems in the Diaspora, just as the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine deals with questions affecting Palestine and Jewish 
rights there. I am not aware of any clash between these two 
bodies. Mr. Abrahams states that the policy of the World 
Jewish Congress has caused “ embarrassment” to the Jewish 
Agency... | am afraid that he is here substituting the wish for 
the fact, just as the Revisionists have done in constantly repeat- 
ing baseless allegations of friction between myself and my 
colleagues of the London office of the Jewish Agency. 


Division and the Revisionists 


St am convinced that there is among many Revisionists a 
genuine desire for Zionist unity, as is evident from Mr. 
Landman’s letter, and that there exist no insuperable difficulties 
in the way of its achievement by means of the Party's re-entry 
into the Zionist Organisation. But I am reluctantly compelled 
to believe that those who now claim to represent the Revisionists 
in this country have no such aim. From Mr. Abrahams’s letter, 
as well as from the statements made by his Administrative Com- 
mittee, one can only conclude that no more than lip-service ts 
paid to the idea of Zionist unity, while behind lies merely a 
desire to exploit to the utmost, for party purposes, the genuine 
desire for unity of the Zionist rank and file. 

6. Was it in pursuance of Zionist unity that shameful attacks 
were launched by the Revisionists against the campaigns of the 
Keren Hayesod and the Keren Kayemeth in this country? What 
great contmbution to the upbuilding of the Jewish Homeland 
was intended to be served by this attempt to divert the Zionists 
of Great. Britain from their plain duty to continue the practical 
work of land-purchase, consolidation, and settlement? Are we 
to abandon the practical work which in the past 20 years has 
laid the solid foundation of the Jewish National Home and the 
Jewish future? Are we to give up the substance in order to 
grasp at the shadow of the “ co-operation ” of Mr. Abrahams 
and his friends? 


Which Army Comes First? 
7, In a recent statement issued by the same Administrative 
Committee the following paragraph appears: 

“It 1s not true to say that the Palestine enlistments in the 
British Army mark progress towards the Jewish Army. On 
the contrary, they gravely reduce the Jewish man-power avail- 
able for a Jewish Army in Palestine, and play into the hands 
of those unsympathetic official forces which are consistently 
suppressing the specific Jewish contribution and on all 
occasions labelling it as * Palestinian.’ ” 

_ What does the Administrative Committee wish to say? Does 
it regret that 9,000 Jews have joined the British Forces in 
Palestine? Would it have advised these men to hold back, as 
if the fight against Hitler and Nazism were none of their busi- 
ness? Nobody deplores more than I do the fact that the 
British Government has not so far accepted the Jewish Agency's 
oller of a Jewish Army to fight side by side with the armies of 
the Allies. But would Jewish honour have been satisfied—or, 
in the long run, Jewish interests advanced—if the Jewish Agency 
were to have taken up the position apparently advocated by 
the Revisionist Administrative Committee that the Jews of 
Palestine should do nothing to help Britain to defeat Hitler until 
a Jewish Army is formed? Has the Administrative Committee 
forgotten that the leaders of the New Zionist Organisation in 
Palestine issued a call to their followers to volunteer for the 
British Forces, and that a certain number have so volunteered? 
Furthermore, whenever a member of the Revisionist Party has 
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can be left to the Jewish historian of the future. 


distinguished himself in British Army service, or has lost his 
life in the Allied cause of freedom, the Revisionists—quite 
rightly—have given publicity to the fact. But if the service of 
the 9,000 Palestinians can be used for an attack on the Zionist 
Organisation or the Jewish Agency, the opportunity offers too 
great a temptation to Mr. Abrahams. 


Z.0.’s Grievances 


8. | am afraid I have already trespassed far too much on 
your valuable space. Allow me, therefore, to conclude by say- 
ing that if those who now appear to be at the head of the 
Revisionists in this country really desire unity, then they must 
get rid of their minority complex, and cease to act as if they 
desired to represent a majority, or even a substantial section 
of Jewish opinion. They are, in fact, a minority group. They 
might give valuable aid to the efforts which are being made to 
safeguard the Jewish future in Palestine. But they can only 
do it from within the Zionist Organisatiog. I would draw the 
attention of all Zionists who desire the re-entry of the 
Revisionists to their continual unprovoked, and unjustified, 
attacks on the Zionist Organisation and the Jewish Agency—not 
by way of unprejudiced and constructive criticism, but from 
purely sectional and party motives. 

9. Finally, may | add my tribute to the many which have 
been paid to THe JewisH Curonicie for the part it has played 
in endeavouring to promote Zionist unity?

DR. BRODETSKY’S STATEMENT TO 
PRESS AGENCY 


Co-operation With Non-Zionists—But Not 
With Revisionists 


The growing impaticnce in Zionist circles at the continuance 
of the split in Zionist ranks represented by the breach between 
the Zionist Organisation and the New Zionist Organisation is 
reflected in a very long statement which Dr. Brodetsky issucd 
last Saturday through the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Dr. Brodetsky includes most of the arguments and complaints 
which are to be found in his letter above, giving to them at time: 
a somewhat different twist. 

The Revisionists, declares Dr. Brodetsky in this statement, 
have said that if their two organisations were found politically 
incompatible they should establish some effective system of co- 
ordinating Zionist eflort. “ Such a form of co-operation,” he 
declares, “ is, to my mind, impossible.” 

Denying the charge that the Jewish Agency is isolating itscl! 
by its refusal to co-operate with the New Zionist Organisation, 
Dr. Brodetsky declares that for many years the Jewish Agency 
has been co-operating with other Jewish organisations, whose 
mam tasks lie in other directions than Palestine, but who desire 
to help in the construction work which the Jewtsh people are 
doing in their ancient homeland. 

After speaking about “ Zionist Unity” and pointing out that 
the Zionist Organisation had been enlarged to include non- 
Zionists and so form the Jewish Agency for Palestine, Dr. 
Brodetsky referred to what he called the democratic: principic 
that policy must be laid down by the majority, and the views 
of the majority must prevail in external relations. 

“Given goodwill,” said Dr. Brodetsky, “+ can see no 
difficulties about the re-entry of the Revisionist Party into the 
Zionist Organisation; they can re-enter the Organisation at any 
moment when they wish to do so. No special conditions have 
to be complied with. On the other hand, it-is obvious that no 
special privileges can be accorded to the Revisionist Party othe: 
than those. enjoyed by all other parties within the Organisation 
One thing is clear: they must accept the democratic principle 
which | have just mentioned.” 


AGUDISTS WORK FOR UNITY 
Alleged Rebuff by ‘*‘ Old Zionists ”’ 


STILL ANXIOUS TO SECURE CO-OPERATION 


From Mr. H,. A. GOODMAN 
(Political Secretary, Agudas Israel World Organisation) 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—As an independent movement, the Agudas Israel! World 
Organisation has never formed part either of the Zionist 
Organisation or of the Jewish Agency... Our Rabbinical Counci! 
has decided that there can only be union, or identity of purpose 
between us and organisations which, like ourselves, recognise the 
sovereignty of the Torah in the life of the Jewish nation, and of 
the Jewish individual. 

We are at the same time deeply interested in the development 
of Jewish co-operation. We believe that such co-operation can 
be achieved. There can very well be Jewish unity. There can 
never be Jewish totalitarian uniformity. 

In August, 1937, Mr. Jacob Rosenheim, our President, 
together with Mr. Jabotinsky, the Revisionist leader, jointly 
addressed a communication to Dr. Weizmann in the following 
terms: 

** We are conscious of the great services which the Zionist 
Organisation has rendered to the cause of a Jewish Palestine, 
but we are convinced that . . . neither the Zionist Organisa- 
tion nor the Jewish Agency, as at present constituted, can 
claim to be fully representative of all pro-Palestine Jewry. 
The existence, indeed, of the two Organisations, on whose 
behalf this letter is sent . . . is an irrefutable proof that there 
are outside the Zionist Organisation and the Agency sub- 
stantial Masses most actively and directly concerned with the 
Jewish homeland. 

* While fully aware of the substantial differences of out- 
look -between the Agudist and the Revisionist Organisations, 
we consider it our common duty to put before the Zionist 
Organisation and the Jewish world at large our demand that 
the Jewish attitude towards the future of Palestine be sub- 
mitted to the decision of a special gathering, representative 
of all pro-Palestine world Jewry, irrespective of their 
affiliations. 

“ As a first step in this direction, we suggest that a round- 
table conference of our three organisations be convened 
without delay.” 

Neither the Revisionist nor the Agudist organisations were 
favoured with a reply to the communication. 

No useful purpose can be served by arid recriminations. They

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JEWS AND ARABS IN PALESTINE 


Lecture by Mrs. Dugdale 


SOLVE MINORITIES PROBLEM BY 
TRANSFERENCE 


Mrs. Dugdale, niece of the late Lord Balfour, spoke on the 
subject of “Jews and Arabs in Palestine” in the fifth of the 
series of lunch-hour lectures on “ Palestine ” at Friends House, 
Euston Road, on Wednesday of last week. The series has been 
arranged by the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Mr. Berl Locker presided. 

The problem of Jewish-Arab relations, said Mrs. Dugdale at 
the outset, was part of one of the great world problems which 
would call for settlement after the war. Specific undertakings 
had been given to the Jews in Palestine, and specific rights had 
been acknowledged. They had been acknowledged by the British 
Government in the Balfour Declaration, and afterwards they 
had been endorsed by the League of Nations. All those con- 
siderations of Jewish rights must be taken into account when 
further steps were taken towards stabilising and developing the 
Arab political situation. 

it was impossible, said the lecturer, for anyone who had 
travelled in Palestine in the country districts to believe that 
there was not a very sound and solid basis for Arab-Jewish 
friendship. 

The sources of it had been poisoned by extreme Arab 
nationalism, poisoned by the activities—fed and nourished from 
sources which they could well guess—of such persons as the 
ex-Mufti of Jerusalem and the Arab Higher Committee. That 
had had a good deal to do with what had gone on. But they 
also had a great block of moderate, reasonable Arab opinion 
which had been silenced very much by the reign of terror which 
the extremists had been permitted to exercise over them. 

At the same time as Arab claims are considered, said Mrs. 
Dugdale, Jewish claims must be considered alongside of them, 
and all such considerations must be open and above board. 
There must be no more room for misunderstanding: no more 
possibility of alleging that vague promises had been made which 
were concealed until it was too late. They must see to it that 
nothing of that sort was allowed to repeat itself. 

Dealing with the question of minorities, Mrs Dugdale said 
that alongside of their protection—-and, indeed, she would put it 
as more important—she personally would like this time to sce 
omething attempted in.the direction of large-scale voluntary 
transfer of minorities. She stressed the word “ voluntary,” 
because anything compulsory, anything violent, anything against 
the will of the States or persons concerned might go far to undo 
the good which she believed. might be done by pursuing that 
line of policy. It seemed to her that the Arab-Jewish question 
in’ Palestine was particularly susceptible to being assisted by 
this method. There was no need to dwell on the growing need 
for more room in the Jewish national home. The Jews needed 
room. The vast Arab territories, on the other hand, needed 
men and means for development. 

She believed, therefore, that some arrangements for a voluntary 
transfer of populations might go a long way towards solving 
the problem which she had tried to lay before them, and that 
it might be the means of seeing that mutual goodwill on both 
sides would lead to the furthering of the mutual interests both 
ol the Jews and of the Arabs. 


-ZIONIST PHILOSOPHY 


Lectures by Dr. Rawidowicz 


Dr. S. Rawidowicz is giving a series of eight weekly lectures 
on “ Ziontst Philosophy and Policy” at the Anglo-Palestinian 
(lub on Monday evenings under the auspices of the Zionist 
federation of Great Britain and Ireland. At the opening lecture, 
last week, Dr. Eli Davis presided. 

In this introductofy lecture-—-“* National Redemption § and 
‘Spintual Centre. Rawidowicz showed how imperative 
it Was to re-examine the fundamentals on which Zionist philos- 
ophy was based. He intended in his lectures to contine himself 
more to the internal Jewish problem than to the foreign policy 
ot Zionism such as questions concerning the Mandate, the Arabs, 
and so on. 

Dr. Rawidowicz gave an analysis of the fundamentals on 
which the so generally acknowledged doctrine of spiritual 
Zionism was based. He pointed out the various logical and 
political difficulties resulting from the theory which pictured 
Diaspora Jewry as a mere “ circumference " not living on its 
own but entirely dependent on a spiritual centre in Palestine. 

If spiritual Zionism was right in stating that Palestine could 
not solve the problem of the Jews, they were entitled to doubt 
whether it alone, without the full participation of Diaspora 
Jewry, could solve the problem of Judaism. It was in the 
interests of both the future of Palestine and of Diaspora Jewry 
to find a new basis for their mutual and manifold relations. 

The belief in the Jewish people in all circumstances was 
essential for a new approach to the whole probicm. 


TARBUTH 
Herzl, Jabotinsky, and Bialik 


A meeting organised by the Tarbuth Association was held 
last Saturday evening at Beth Am in memory of Herzl, Jabotin- 
sky, and Bialik. Dr. Celina Sokolow, who presided, said that 
the meeting was intended to signify the unity of the Jewish 
people, irrespective of party. 

Mr. M. Gorovitz spoke on Herzl and pointed out that in this 
grave hour in Jewish life Herzl’s conception of the establish- 
ment of the Jewish State was more real than ever before. 

Mr. M. Katz, speaking on Vladimir Jabotinsky, said that 
though he had played an historical rdle in the struggle for the 
revival of the Hebrew language and culture, the most important 
work of his life had been his political fight. He had aimed at 
the transformation of the Jewish people from a “ history- 
tolerating to a “history-creating factor. 

The last speaker, Mr. Shlomoh Auerbach, gave many examples 
of Bialik’s work, and mentioned particularly the poetry on 
nature, in which he thought the poet excelled. He appealed te 
the audience to read Bialik’s work. 


MR. LEIB JAFFE IN MEXICO 


According to a Palcor message, Mr. Leib Jaffe, Managing 
Director of the Keren Hayesod, has arrived in Mexico City by 
aeroplane. He was welcomed at the aerodrome by representa- 
ae ag 100 organisations and about 400 pupils from Jewish 
schools. 

Mr. Jaffe addressed an enthusiastic mass meeting at which a 
resolution expressing loyalty to Eretz Yisrael and pledging to 
stand by the Yishuv was adopted.

“TCHUD EZRACHI” 


New Citizen “ Bloc” Formed 


A POLITICAL KEEL FOR PALESTINE 
PARTIES 


Hundreds af delegates from all over Palestine attended the 
foundation conference of the Ichud Ezrachi, which was opened 
last week at Tel-Aviv by Mr. Israel Rokach, Mayor of Tel-Aviv. 
Dr. Emil Schmorak, Rabbi Blau, Mr. Daniel Auster, and Mr. 
Joseph Saphir constitute the Presidium. 

Mr. Rokach, who was elected President, emphasised the urgent 
necessity of forming a “ citizen blec “ of those who had invested 
millions of pounds in the upbuilding of Palestine and were now 
suffering severely. Mr. Rokach read messages of greeting from 
Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg and Mr. Shenkar, absent through indis- 
position. 

He concluded by saying that the Ichud was motivated by a 
“ good and -pure Zionist will.” 

Mr. Saphir gave an account of the ideological‘ basis of the 
Ichud, and Mr. Ariav reported on the “ catastrophic situation 
of Jewish education ” and demanded a unified system supported 
by the Palestine Government and the Jewish Agency. 

A resolution defined the aims of the Ichud as the organisa- 
tion, development, and defence of the economic and political 
rights of citizens of the country. A second resolution proclaimed 
the intention of the organisation to become an influential factor 
in the Yishuv and in Zionism, in order to fortify the existing 
Yishuv and to influence the Zionist Movement without regard 
to different shades of party. Other resolutions pledge the Ichud 
to co-operate with all sections of the Yishuv on a basis of 
equality and a just division of rights and obligations, and to 
find another method of elections to Yishuv institutions. 
conference welcomed the proposed Palestine Labour Ordinance, 
and registered its opposition to the income tax proposal. ! 

Finally, the Ichud issued a warm appeal to Jewish youth to 
enlist for the defence of Palestine and to assist in the British 


victory. 


LABOUR'S MESSAGE TO RUSSIA 


Missions of Encouragement 


The 42nd annual conference of the Histadrut Haovdim 
(General Federation of Jewish Labour in Palestine), which was 
held last week in Tel-Aviv, passed a resolution sending “* warm 
encouragement " to Russia in the fight against Nazism, reports 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The Centre Committee of the Histadrut is sending to Russia 
two delegations, one to encourage Soviet labourers and fighters, 
and the other a medical mission. The Federation 1s also estab- 
lishing contact with the Soviet Government in order to discover 
what help can be offered: by the Palestinian Labour movement

STRIKE BAN IN PALESTINE 


Government Explanation 
ONLY TO AFFECT VITAL INDUSTRIES 


The Palestine Government has published an_ explanatory 
memorandum on the draft Labour Ordinance, the anti-strike 
clause in which had elicited some protests from Jewish Labour 
organisations, states the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The memorandum explains that there is no intention on the 
part of the Palestine Government to depress the economic or 
corporate status of the workers, nor, the Government ts con- 
vinced, is there any risk that such would be the consequence 
of the ordered saplicnties of the Ordinance. | 

It is also pointed out that the Ordinance is to be applied only 
to disputes {n industries connected with the war effort, including 
the maintenance of the essential needs of the Community, and 
it is highly probable that it will only seldom be invoked. On 
the other hand, the memorandum says, where vital interests 
are at stake it is advisable not to take any risks, 

The memorandum adds that where a dispute is connected with 
the war effort, the parties will have a considerable time in which 
to reach a settlement before reference to an arbitration board 
becomes compulsory. 

Finally, the protection of rights derived from established 
usage and from existing contracts will be provided for; and 
the Ordinance will be withdrawn at soon as the cmergency ts at 
an end.

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Points from Letters 


CLASS EXAMINATIONS IN PUBLIC 


I was very interested in the report of the Golders Green 
Beth Hamedrash describing the successful experiment of holding 
the examination of the pupils in public. I am reminded that 
this is “ an old Jewish custom,” for THe JewisH Curonicie of 
June 12, 1846, contains a long report of a public examination 
of the pupils of the Birmingham Hebrew National Schools, 
which lasted the entire week. Space forbids me quoting the 
delightful account in full, but here are one or two items: “ The 
number examined was 52 boys and 31 girls. Ten hours devoted 
to Hebrew, two hours to Bible history, three hours to history, 
etc. The proficiency of the pupils in some of the more 
difficult branches of their studies as Hebrew, English grammar, 
French, arithmetic, gave great satisfaction. Their intimate 
acquaintance with Biblical history elicited frequent applause. 

The examination was not conducted by means of set 
questions, to which set answers were given, but the pupils were 
indiscriminately asked, what do you know of such and such 
a character, or of such an event, and, in reply, entered into 
every minute particular of the character or event, accompanied 
by such reflections as struck their minds. . . . The young ladies 
also obtained great and well-merited approbation for their 
proficiency in translating Hebrew prayers, and certainly the 
reproach so often addressed to the religious training of our 
young females, can no longer be applied to the daughters of 
Birmingham.’ The Minister and Headmaster was the Rev. M. 
J. Raphall, editor of THe Hearew Review and a public lecturer 
in the Institutes of Great Britain, who became the first Minister 
of the Ashkenazi Congregation of New York in 1849. The 
President of the School was Councillor David Barnett, who was 
a member of the City Council before the Municipal Act was 
passed into. law.—Mr. Harry Levine, 373, Gillott Road, 
Edebaston, Birmingham, 16. 


JEWISH EDUCATION 


Ihe report of a Passover service on board a troopship, pub- 
lished last week, revealed that a number of Jewish men who had 
the desire for a Jewish service had. between them one single 
copy of the Old Testament. There ts no mention of prayer 
books. Could a better tlustration of the failure of Jewish 
education of the last decades be found? Year im, year out, I 

read reports of examinations at religion classes, where the 
Rev. X praises the noble chairman and vice versa. What has 
been the net result? How.many of our young people take any 
terest in Judaism, in Jewish learning, or even in any religion 
at all? We are now asked to respond to the appeal for Jewish 
education. Unless the whole system 1s altered, and unless 
wchers are chosen, who themselves have the Jewish outlook, 
| the money will be spent in vain. No manutacturer, no 
manager of a business would put a young man into a posimuon 
responsibility in his concern unless. the candidate possesses 
the tundamental qualifications. The qualifications tor a Jewish 
acher, besides the essentials required of every instructor of 
the young, are a thorough knowledge of Jewish learning and 
Jewssh laws, and also their observance. Otherwise the product 
his teachings will mirror his own insincerity. The writer of 
report of the Passover service stated that at their service 
the Orthodox party won. This was not surprising. They all 
had zest, but only the Orthodox had knowledge. Judaism—as 
Professor Danby, the Dean of Christchurch, said recently —can 
only persist on an Orthodox background.—-Mr. Josern Hirgscu,

THE CHOICE OF TEACHERS 


Ihe attitude of the Rabbis at the Keren Hatorah conference 
w:ll never solve our educational problems. The conclusion they 
cume to was that a Jewish teacher must have first and foremost 
a Yeshivah education. No, Sir, the methods in operation 
years ago, when we had men coming over from Yeshivas 
abroad, who became Jewish teachers here, without having had 
any teaching training, must not be revived. What we need ts 
a college for the training of Jewish teachers. To my mind, a 
Jewish teacher who is to be effective must possess the same 
qualifications that our teachers in secular subjects must possess. 
They must be able to impart their knowledge to their scholars, 
it «s for Anglo-Jewry to wake up from its apathy and to demon- 
Strate its latent ability of putting its house in order.—Mkr.

THE JOINT EMERGENCY COMMITTER 

There seems as yet to exist little constitutional activity in the 
new Joint Emergency Committee, which hopes to organise 
Jewish education throughout the country. Communities are 
included and excluded, opposition is offered to, negotiations are 
conducted and agreements reached with constituted religious 
authority, all on behalf of the Joint Emergency Committee, by 
one or two individuals. This takes place before they have been 
elected to office in the proposed new committee and without 
consulting either their old London councils or the representa- 
tives on the extended organisation. At the first mecting 
niembers are asked to vote their association, without knowledge 
of the full facts concerning the above-mentioned activities. A 
chairman and hon. officers are elected without due opportunities 
for alternative nominations. My object in stating these facts 
is in no way destructive. Radical improvements can be effected, 
If religious education is to be organised for the country, every 
Orthodox or Traditional Jewish body must be represented on an 
educational board of Anglo-Jewry. Only thus can real all-round. 
co-operation be attained both in the control of education and 
in its financial security. Only with such a representative body 
can the much needed policy of self-taxation be efficiently applied. 
The creation of such a united platform was, and is, one of our 
purposes in the National Council for Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion. People from outlying districts address themselves to the 
National Council with complaints about the absence of classes 
or religious facilities. There is at present no effective constitu- 
tional way of urging the existing committees to act in these 
cases or to account for their inactivity. Similarly, there has

been proclaimed a dearth of good teachers. We of the Chief 
Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council have submitted to the 
Joint Emergency Committee a list of over 30 excellent instructors. 
They are not appointed, ostensibly because their English know- 
ledge is not sufficient for the secondary work of liaison officer 
with the local authorities. Here again a representative body 
could decide on the relative importance of educational capacities 
and qualifications for liaison work in teachers of religion. Then 
there are complaints of the inactivity or unsuitability of certain 
individual teachers. This is bound to occur in any group count- 
ing hundreds of teachers, even though they be the best peda- 
gogues, most carefully selected. A letter to the Joint Emergency 
Committee cannot be the proper means of correcting evils, and 
one cannot expect the Chief Rabbi or the Beth Din representa- 
tive to enquire, complain, and insist on action in every case. 
The whole of this grave problem truly merits an active com- 
munal Parliament of its own, conducted on traditional lines, 
under the guidance of the ecclesiastical authorities. We of the 
Union of Orthodox—not ultra-Orthodox, please—Hebrew Con- 
gregations are sufficiently active and independent not to have to 
crave for admittance to an unfriendly Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee. We are convinced that great and far-reaching progress 
could be achieved with goodwill and religious enthusiasm all 
round. We look forward to a proper solution of the problem 
of centralisation and co-operation among all sincerely interested 
bodies. This is the next task for the communal peacemakers.—

CONTINENTAL ZIONISTS IN ENGLAND 


With reference to the letter of Mr. S. Temkin (Acting General 
Secretary of the Zionist Federation) in last week's issue, may 
1 be allowed to state the following facts: (1) 1 was at the mect- 
ing referred to between the representatives of Continental 
Zionists and the Zionist Federation, as the representative of 
the Society of Polish Zionists, “ Nahum Sokolow.” I myself 
Started the discussion about the setting up of a Territorial 
Zionist Union. As you know, the Zionist Congress of 1935 
demanded the creation of Territorial Unions, comprising all 
Zionist parties, in every country. Such Unions were accord- 
ingly set up by all countries, except Great Britain. After me 
many representatives of organisations, and also the Chairman, 
Mr. Barnett Janner, spoke about the same matter. A _ very 
lively discussion took place, contrary to the statement of Mr. 
Temkin. (2) At the same meeting Dr. Zelmanowicz, the repre- 
sentative of the Czech Zionists and a member of the Political 
Committee of the Zionist Federation, informed us that this 
Committee agreed to the setting up of a Territorial Union of 
Zionist Organisations in England, and that the Zionist Federa- 
tion hoped to bring negotiations about it to a successful con- 
clusion simultaneously with the creation of a Union of Con- 
tinental Zionists. (3) Moreover, as the Continental Zionist 
Organisations are based on the principle of inclusion of all 
Zionist parties, the representatives of the Polish Zionists 
Organisation and of other Continental Zionist societies declared 
that the creation of a Territorial Union of all English Zionist 
parties within the framework of the Zionist Federation was a 
primary condition for an afliliation of the Continental Zionist 
Organisations to the English Zionist Federation.—Dr. L.

THAT MYTHICAL 200,000 7? 

Except in Western Slovakia (mainly Bratislavia) no Aguda 
movement was in existence. The “ 200,000 sympathisers or 
members " of the Aguda did not even then possess their own 
organ, although other organisations such as the Zionists had 
then papers in Czech, Yiddish, and German. Is it not highly 
improbable that so great a movement consisting of “ 200,000 
members" could not publish one such paper? Even the 
Viennese Aguda organ, Jewisu Press, published in German, 
forwarded only a few dozen copies to Slovakia. Secondly, as 
to the incorrect statement that a strong Orthodox movement 
known as the “ Munkatcher Chassidim,”’ and headed by the 
Munkatcher Rabbi, Chaim Elieser Spiro. existed in_ the 
Carpathian-Rutheman Province. Rabbi Spiro was a bitter 
opponent, not only of the Zionists, but also of the Aguda. He 
felt that the Agudists were not sufficiently Orthodox, and as @ 
typical example of his outlook he pointed to the “ Frankfurter 
Deutschen,”’ who were the general leaders of the Aguda move- 
ment. These, Rabbi Spiro maintained, were not sufficiently 
Orthodox because of their European clothes. These two move- 
ments, ie.. the “ Munkatcher Orthodox” and the “Aguda 
Orthodox" movement, must on no account be grouped 
together, as they were, in fact, as different as chalk from cheese. 
I would like to know who is responsible for spreading such a 
grossly exaggerated statement as that there were “* 200,000 
members of the Aguda movement in Czechoslovakia.” It ts 
possible that an error has occurred in the numbers given, and 
that this should have read 200 only, the additional zeros having 
crept in unintentionally until they reached the fantastic figure 
of 200,000' It ws further possible that the Aguda representa- 
tives did not consider u their moral duty to correct this error 
and bring the true facts to the notice of the public.—Su. J.

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JEWISH COOKING IN WAR TIME 
Dishes That You Needn’t! 


The series of lectures which is being given by Mrs. L. J. 
Greenberg, Ture Jewisn CrHronicte cookery expert, under the 
auspices of the Ministry of Food at various centres of Jewish 
population, was continued this week with lectures at Bedford 
on Tuesday and Hitchin on Wednesday. 

An interesting feature to which in Greenberg has turned 
Her attention ts “* the recipe which needs no cooking,’ or methods 
of preparing attractive and nutritious meals where there are no 
facilities for cooking. These recipes, which must, of course, be 
limited in nature, are of particular interest to many evacuees 
who have either no facilities, or very inadequate facilities, for 
ordinary cooking. 

Phe arrangements for delivering these lectures at the most 
convenient tumes for the majority of Jewish housewives in the 
neiwhbourhood, are, of necessity, cxtremely difficult to carry out 
ethcrently, and the Board of Deputies, through one of its officers 
(Mr. Denis Isracl), has performed invaluable service to the 
scheme by contacting the meht people in the various areas and 
helping in the organisation of the particular gatherings 

One idea in connection with these lectures, which seems to 
commend itself as an effective way of choosing the most con- 
venient time, ts to combine it with the social held in the district. 
In most areas, where there are many Jewish evacuees, social 
functions or meetings of ladies’ guilds form one of the means 
of maintamimg communal cohesion, and combinine one of the 
Jewish war-time cookery lectures of the Ministry of Food with 
social gatherings of this kind usually secures the right kind of 
audience and—the lectures being open to the public of all creeds 
-1s an opportunity tor non-Jewish townsfolk to meet representa- 
tive Jewish women who have come to live in their locality 


The next lectures are at 3.30 at Friendship Hall, Castle Street, 
Aylesbury, on Thursday next (August 7) and at the Scouts’ Hall. 
Cambridge Street, Wolverton, Bucks.. on Sunday (August 10) 
at 4.30 Provisional fixtures have also been made for Freter

_ Japanese action in Indo-China has been the dominating factor 
in stock markets of late. It must be understood that there is 
nothing resembling despondency on the part of the public. 

In fact, the reverse is the case. The splendid resistance of 
the Russian Forces to German aggression makes for subdued 
confidence. Certain securitics have naturally suffered reaction. 

That applies in particular to Japanese Government loans. 
The Imperial Japanese Government has loans outstanding with 
British investors to an amount of £82,793,000 

Depreciation in the market value of the loans has brought 
present market capitalisation of the outstanding indebtedness to 
around £16,000,000 

This despite the fact that interest has been paid to date. 
What will happen in the future remains to be seen. The freezing 
of Japanese credits by the United States, Great Britain, and 
the Dutch Indies may produce retaliatory measures by Japan. 

FREEZING JAPAN'S CREDITS 

No evidence exists & present of coming default on Japan's 
external indebtedness. It is known that interest due on dollar 
loans on August | is being met. 

No exchange dealings are permitted in London in the 
Japanese yen. It is known, however, that sufficient credits are 
availiable in Londen to mect any immediate indebtedness 

No. mterest on Japanese loans is due in this country until 
September 12. It is highly probable that the entire position 
will be clarified before that date. Japanese bonds, owing to 
the uncertainty, are standing at very low lIevels.. For’ instance, 
the 6 per cent. loan stands around 21. 

Japan is dependent on outside sources for essential raw 
materials. The freezing of her credits must bring commercial 
dealings with U.S.A., Great Britain, and the Colonics, as well 
as the Dutch Indies, to a halt. It is a drastic ccOnomic Measure 
to meet a most awkward situation created by Japan.
